Hon. William J. Stone, Oovernor of Missouri: 

In accordance with law, the Eailroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sioners hereby submit their report for the year ending December 31, 
1892, being the Eighteenth Annual Eeport of the Board. 

As has been the case with former reports, the publication of this 
report has been greatly delayed on account of the tardiness of some 
of the railroad companies in making their annual statements, and the 
failure of others to file any statement whatever. 

The following named companies made no annual statement what- 
ever for the year 1 892 : Greenfield & Korthem ; Hamilton & Kingston ; 
Kansas City Bridge and Terminal ; Kansas Oity, Fort Smith & South- 
ern; *Kansas Oity & Independence Air Line; Kansas Oity & Indepen- 
dence Eapid Transit; *Kansas Oity Suburban Belt; Quincy, Omaha & 
Kansas Oity ; Manufacturers' Railway ; St. Louis, Oape Girardeau & Ft. 
Smith ; St. Louis, Kennett & Southern, and Williamsville, Greenville 
& Northeastern. 

Annual statements, more or less complete, for the year ending 
December 31, 1892, were made by forty-six companies. Some of these 
statements are very incomplete ; in fact, almost valueless as statistical 
xecords. Some of the statements made by inter-state lines with 
large traffic in this State, are lacking entirely as regards details of their 
operations for Missouri. Some companies, however, operating inter- 
state lines made very complete statements regarding their Missouri 
trafl&c. 

The Ohicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, Ohicago & Alton, Ohicago, 
Santa Fe & Oalifornia, Ohicago, St. Paul & Kansas Oity, Des Moines 
.& Kansas Oity, Keokuk & Western, Omaha & St. Louis, St. Louis 
Merchants' Bridge Terminal Eailway Oompanies, and the Terminal Eail- 
road Association of St. Louis, made separate detailed statements of 
their Missouri operations. 
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The lack of proper statistics renders the tabnlations hereto 
appended quite unsatisfactory. Nineteen companies, operating 574.80 
miles of railroad in Missouri, made no reports whatever of their trans- 
portation earnings and expenses for the year 1892. The statements 
made hereinafter regarding transportation service and operation in 
Missouri are, therefore, necessarily approximate to a very considerable 
extent, and made generally on a basis of mileage, in cases where no 
division of earnings and expenses for Missouri is reported. 

The General Assembly, at their session in 1893, repealed the two- 
then existing statutes regarding the making of annual statements by 
railroad companies, and enacted one new section in lieu thereof ( Ses> 
sion Acts 1893, pages 126-127 ), which will be found hereinafter. The^ 
penalty provided in section 2578 of the Eevised Statutes of 1889 will 
hereafter apply to any railroad company owning, leasing, operating or 
controlling a railroad in this State, which fails to comply with the- 
requirements of the law regarding annual statements of railroad com* 
panics. 

The new law changes the time for making annual statements by^ 
railroad companies from April 1st to September 1st of each year, and 
the close of the fiscal year is also changed from December 3 1st to* 
June 30th. 

We believe this change to be very-desirable, and are satisfied the- 
result will be satisfactory. Annual statements by railroad companies- 
are made in adjoining states to the State and Inter^state Commissions 
for the year ending June 30th, and there can be no doubt that the 
statements hereafter made to this Commission will be much more com- 
plete than they were under the old law. For all purposes of compari« 
son, the annual statements will be much more satisfactory than formerly,. 

( ^Kansas City Suburban Belt and Kansas City & Independence 
Air Line E'y Co.'s filed their annual statements August 14 — too late for 
uses of this report.) 

EAILROAD CONSTEUCTION IN MISSOUEI DUEING 1892. 

The most important of the railway lines constructed in Missouri 
during the year 1892 were the Missouri, Kansas & Eastern ; Kansas. 
City, Nevada & Fort Smith (now the Kansas City, Pittsburg & Gulf) ;, 
the Mississippi Eiver & Bonne Terre, and the Greenfield & Northern.. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Eastern Eailway Co. is the successor to 
the Cleveland, St. Louis & Kansas City Eailway Co., and was organized 
by articles of association filed February 10, 1892. The C, St. Louis & 
K. C. Co. had constructed a line of road from St. Charles to Hamburg, 
a point 16 miles west of St. Charles, and had also done a considerable 
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amonnt of grading west of Hamburg. Financial difficalties prevented 
the carrying oat of the plans of the 0., St. L. & K. O. Co., and their 
franchise and road were purchased by the Missouri, Kansas & Eastern 
-Go. This company has completed a line of road from Hamburg to 
IFranklin, in Howard county, immediately north of Boonville, and also 
from St. Charles eastward to a connection with the new line of the St. 
Louis, Keokuk & Northwestern Railroad, which will cross'the Missouri 
river at Bellefontaine bluff, and thence into the city of St. Louis. 
When the bridge of the St. L., K. & Northwestern Co. is completed, 
the M., K. & E. will use the tracks of the first named company from 
the junction of the two roads into St. Louis. The line of the M., K. 
•& E. follows the course of the Missouri river, and has practically a 
level grade for its entire length. It traverses a very rich and pro- 
ductive country, and there is every reason to believe the business of 
the road will prove remunerative. Organization has been effected look- 
ing to the extension of the M., K. & E. ( crossing the Missouri river on 
bridge at Boonville ) to Kansas City, on the most direct, practicable 
route. It is claimed that the distance from Boonville to Kansas City 
as proposed will not exceed 100 miles. This being the case, the dis- 
tance from Kansas City to St. Louis via the M., K. & E., as proposed, 
would be 286 miles. The distance to St. Louis from Kansas City via 
the Missouri Pacific is 284 miles, and via the Wabash 277 miles. The 
•entire line as completed and proposed passes through some of the 
richest and most productive rej^ions of the State. 

The Missouri, Kansas & Eastern railway has been leased and is 
now operated by the Missouri, Kansas & Texas Eailway Co. 

The Kansas City, Nevada & Fort Smith E'y Co. (now the Kansas 
Oity, Pittsburg & Gulf) was extended from Hume, in Bates county, to 
Olayton, Yernon county, a point on the Missouri, Kansas & Texas rail- 
way. Grading has been completed and track laid during the spring 
and summer of 1893 to Pittsburg, Kansas, a distance of 130 miles from 
Kansas City. The Kansas City, Pittsburg & Gulf company has also 
purchased the Kansas City, Fort Smith & Southern E'y (known as the 
-"Splitlog road",) extending from Joplin south to Sulphur Springs, 
Arkansas, a distance of 51 miles. The intention of the K. C, P. & G. 
<3o. is to extend their line from a point on their line northeast of Pitts- 
buTgj to Joplin, thus making connection with the "Splitlog" road. 
When this connection is completed the Kansas City, Pittsburg & Gulf 
•company will operate a line from Kansas City to Sulphur Springs, 
Arkansas-^a distance of 181 miles. The intention of the company is 
ultimately to extend their line via Fort Smith, Arkansas, to the Gulf 
•of Mexico. 
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The Greenfield & Northern railway' was extended from Monnt 
Vernon, Lawrence connty, to Aurora, an important mining town on th& 
line of the St. Louis & San Francisco railway, and giving that town a 
direct commanication with Kansas Oity. It is probable this line may 
be extended north from Greenfield to Stockton in Oedar connty, and 
perhaps from that point to a connection with the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas, or with the Kansas Oity, Osceola & Southern railway. 

The Mississippi Elver & Bonne Terre railway was extended from 
Bonne Terre to Doe Run, St. Francois county, thus furnishing a con- 
venient outlet for the mineral products of that region. 

Of the 114 counties in the State of Missouri, 11 were without rail- 
road facilities at the close of the year 1892. These counties were as- 
follows : Oedar, Dallas, Douglas, Hickory, Maries, Ozark, Pemiscot^ 
Perry, Ste. Genevieve, Stone and Taney. 

Eailroads are projected (being extensions of lines already built)^ 
with a reasonable probability of their construction in the near future^ 
in the counties of Oedar, Dallas and Hickory. 

We do not think any material increase in the railroad mileage of 
this State can be reasonably looked for during the coming few years. It 
is true there are large areas within the State totally unprovided with rail- 
road facilities ; but these sections are generally but sparsely settled, and 
presenting physical dif&culties in the way of railroad construction wiiicb 
will be hard to overcome within a reasonable limit of cost. The day of 
speculative railroad construction seems to have passed, and where it 
cannot clearly be demonstrated that a projected line will be fairly 
remunerative, the capital necessary for its construction cannot be had- 
It is not probable that railroads in the future will be built in Missouri 
in advance of actual requirements. There are a few lines in the State' 
for which extensions seem to be necessities, and these extensions may 
be built, but we do not think the construction of independent new^ 
lines can be expected to any great extent. It is more probable that 
such lines in the future will follow rather than precede the increase ot 
population in much of the territory in South Missouri. 

The enactment by the General Assembly of 1893 of a law authorize 
ing the construction of electric railways to connect county seats with: 
railroads in their vicinities, may have the effect, by reason of the liberal- 
provisions of the act, of causing the construction of several sucb 
railways. 

Surveys have already been made looking to the construction, under* 
the provisions of the act referred to, of an electric line from Linn^ 
Osage county, to a connection with the Missouri Pacific railway, the 
distance being about twelve miles. Such lines would no doubt be^ 
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practicable, and certainly of mnch benefit to the pnblic in the counties 
of Barry, Oedar, Dallas, Doaglas, Hickory, Lewis, Maries, McDonalds 
Miller, Oregon, Palaski, Eeynolds, Shannon, Shelby, Texas and Wright. 
Whether investments in the construction of these lines will be 
profitable, will be for those desiring to build them to decide. They 
would be of some benefit to the railroads with which they might con- 
nect, and of great convenience to the public. 



ANNUAL CONVENTION OF RAILROAD COMMISSIONERS OF 

THE UNITED STATES. 

Commissioner Hennessey attended the convention of the Railroad 
Commissioners of the United States, held at Washington, D. C, at the 
rooms of the Inter-State Commerce Commission, April 13, 1892. 

Commissioners were present from 28 states, the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission and representatives of a number of railways also 
being present. The program for discussion had been arranged by 
the preceding convention, the subjects being : 

1. Uniformity of railway accounts. 

2. Reasonable rates. 

3. Discrimination in use of private cars of shippers. 

4. Congressional action regarding safety appliances. 

5. Railway legislation. 

6. Territorial assignment of statistics of operation. 

Reports were made on these subjects by committees appointed by 
previous convention, and the matters were fully discussed by the com" 
missioners. 

These conventions can but result in good, as the free interchange 
of the opinions of men well qualified in regard to transportation mat- 
ters, and the comparisons of the experiences and findings of the 
different commissions, in the discharge of their duties under the vary- 
ing laws of their respective states, will bring about the true solutions 
of the troublesome questions arising between the people and the rail- 
roads, and included in the general term '^ the transportation problem.'' 
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SAFETY APPLIANCES. 

The long-continaed agitation of the qnestions regarding train 
brakes and automatic couplers has been finally disposed of by national 
legislation, being the only practicable way in which the matter could be 
definitely settled. Separate state action could not have brought about 
the desired results. The act of Congress approved March 3, 1893, 
provides that after January 1, 1898, every locomotive engine used in 
inter-state traffic must be equipped with a power driving-wheel brake, 
and appliances for operating a train brake system, and that every train 
must have a sufficient number of cars equipped with power or train 
brakes to enable the engineer of the locomotive pulling the train 
to control its movement, without the use of hand-brakes. The law 
also provides that after Januaiy 1, 1898, all cars must be equipped 
with automatic couplers. The law provides for a uniform standard 
height of draw-bars. There are but few lines in Missouri to which the 
provisions of the above law will not apply. The General Assembly 
can enact the national law, making it apply to lines wholly within the 
State. 



GEAIN INSPECTION AND WAREHOUSE DEPARTMENT. 

The annual report of this department for the year 1892 was made 
as required by law, December 31, 1892, and will be found in Part III of 
this report. 

A very important decision of the Supreme Court regarding the 
authority of the Board under the original act establishing State grain 
inspection, will be found with the reports of the Chief Inspector and 
Warehouse Registrar. The decision was not rendered in time for 
publication with the report of the Inspection Department in 1892. 



SEMI-ANNUAL STATEMENTS FROM RAILROAD COMPANIES, 

As required by Sec. 2571, R. S. 1879. 

Demands for semi-annual statements, as required by law, were 
made by the Commissioners on the proper of&cers of the several railroad 
companies operating lines within this State. These demands were 
sent out in January and July, 1892, and statements were tiled in accord- 
ance therewith. No violations of the law regarding parallel or com' 
peting lines were found, and in the opinion of the Commissioners the 
requirements of the said law are properly observed by the railroad 
companies of this State. 
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INCREASED DUTIES OF THE BOARD. 

It is expected, and, in fact, is already plainly apparant, that by 
reason of the new laws regarding the operations of the Grain Inspec- 
tion department, and the regalation of express companies' charges, 
the duties of the Board will be very considerably increased in the 
future. Until all the details of the inspection and weighing of grain, 
as provided by the act of 1893, can be arranged and fully understood, 
much of the time of the Board will necessarily be required at St. Louis 
and Kansas City. 

The revision of the classifications and rate tariffs of the express 
<5ompanies will be a very difficult task. To take up and properly 
adjust express charges from each railroad point in this State (there 
toeing more than 1000 of them) to every other railroad point in the 
€tate, will be, as can be readily understood, a very complicated and 
tedious undertaking. That the task is made quite difficult will be 
understood when it is known that the carriage by express between 
points in this State is often done by three separate companies, with 
iio joint tariffs applying. It is the intention of the Board to very 
carefully consider the matter of express charges, and to devote such 
time as may be found necessary to arrive at an intelligent understanding 
and a reasonable adjustment of the same. 

The delay in publishing this report has enabled the Board to pre- 
sent matters relating to the legislation of 1893. Whilst this does not 
properly come under the proceedings of 1892, the Board deem it of 
sufficient importance to publish in this report. 



DECISIONS OF SUPREME COURT AFFECTING RAILROADS. 

DECISIONS BEGABDING CAB-LOADS, 
Rendered at April term, 1892. 

In July, 1878, the Railroad Commissioners, by their order taking 
effect July 10, of that year, established the car-load, as intended by the 
statutes, to be 20,000 pounds. An order defining the car-load became 
necessary on account of the confusion and misunderstandings arising 
from different interpretations of the law regarding car-loads ; for by 
the statute such loads were not defined, excepting as for flour, lime, 
«alt, cement, water-lime and stucco. 

Sections 2674 and 2675, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1889, estab- 
lishing different classes of freight, and maximum rates for their trans- 
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portation, enacted in March, 1875, were taken almost verbatim from the^ 
Wisconsin law of 1872. In considering the matter of the carload, the 
Missouri Commissioners concluded that car-loads, as intended by the^ 
law, where not specifically defined, must properly be established on 
the basis in use at the time of the enactment of the statute referred 
to. To inform themselves as to the recognized car-load, they care- 
fully examined the rate tariffs and classifications in force from 1870 to 
1876 upon all the leading lines of the West, and found the custom of 
rating the car-load at 20,000 pounds to be well established. So, bein^ 
satisfied that they were fully sustained by custom and precedent, and 
believing the intention of the Missouri law to be that the car-loads 
referred to in section 2674 should be as then established by usage and 
custom ( excepting, of course, when otherwise specifically defined), the 
Commissioners made their order as stated. The questions as to the 
authority of the Commissioners in the matter, and as to the meaning 
of the law, were frequently raised, but until recently no judicial inter- 
pretation of these questions has been had by the Supreme Court. 

The following decision, rendered in July, 1892, fully sustains the 
action of the Commissioners in their order of July, 1878, and also con- 
firms their authority to take such action :

OPINION OF COURT. 

The plaintiffs, Ross & Todd, brought this salt to recover the statutory penalty^ 
of three times the amount of alleged over-charge ) paid by them to defendant for* 
hauling several hundred cords of wood to St. Joseph, between the first day or 
vTuly , 1883, and the 25th of March, 1886. 

The petition contained 234 counts. Plaintiffs withdrew or took a non-salt a» 
to some 50-odd counts, and recovered judgment on the others, and the defendant 
appealed . 

The proof shows that the cord-wood was all shipped from points on the de- 
fendant's road to St. Joseph, the distance In all cases being less than 25 miles. In 
some instances the wood was not shipped from any regular station, but from points 
on the road where it had been piled with the knowledge and consent of the defend- 
ant. In such cases the defendant sent out a special train, and made a special 
charge of $25 for ' ' engine services " in addition to the usual freight charges. A& 
the trial court, by the instructions given, excluded these special charges in com- 
puting the over-charges. It Is not necessary to give them any further notice. 

The defendant made out from time to time what are called ** expense bills ^^ 
and presented them to the plaintiffs for payment, and they paid the charges thus^ 
made. Each of these bills represents a car, and the charges are extended accord- 
ing to the weight of the wood— the price charged for carriage ranging froia 
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3} to 4 cents per 100 pounds. One of these bills will serve as a sample for alK 
It reads : ' ' Weight, 28,000 ; rate, 3.75 ; total to pay, $10.50. 

The defendant pat in evidence portions of the ' ' Fourth Annual Report of 
the Railroad Ck)mmi88ioners of the State of Missouri for the year 1878," addressed 
to the General Assembly. In this report the Commissioners say : ^ * The laws of 
Missouri recognize 2000 pounds as a ton ; but in regard to some articles, particu- 
larly iron, custom allowed 2240 pounds to the ton. 

^ ' Custom has established 10 tons or 20,000 pounds as a car-load ; but in many 
freights, especially lumber, custom allows 12 tons or 24,000 pounds to the car— the^ 
weight of lumber being estimated from the number of feet. To avoid confusion,, 
therefore, the Commissioaers published in connection with their table of classifi- 
cation, that they recognize 2000 pounds as a legal ton and ten tons a car-load. See^ 
Appendix, C. and D." 

The part of '^ Appendix C" read in evidence is in these words : 

*' Classification of freights established by the Railroad Commissioners of Mis* 
souri: 

''This classification to be in force on all the railroads in Missouri from and 
after July 10, 1878. 

'' Explanations: The classes are 1st, 2d, 3d, 4th, D, E, F, G, H, I and J, and 
the expression 1, J, D 1, and 3 1, mean one and one-half times the first, double firsts 
and three times first-class. 

''The Commissioners recognize 2000 pounds as a legal ton and ten tons as a- 
car-load." 

The defendant insists that it had the right and was in duty bound to make it& 
charges in accordance with the construction placed upon the law by the Railroad 
Commissioners, fixing ten tons or 20,000 pounds as a car-load. If correct in this, 
contention, then this action must fail, for the amount charged did not in any case> 
exceed $8 per 20,000 pounds. The plaintiff insists that when the law speaks of a 
car-load it means all the wood hauled in one car, and hence the defendant was- 
guilty of making over-charges. 

The act of 1875, which provides for the appointment of a Board of Railroad 
Commissioners, divides freight transported into four general classes, "to be desig- 
nated first, second, third and fourth classes, and into special classes to be desig- 
nated as classes O, E, F, G, H, I and J." Sec. 833, R. S. 1879. 

The statute does not define what articles shall be included in these general 
classes, but it is left to the Commissioners to make the classifications. The stat- 
ute, however, declares what shall constitute special classes D, E, G and H, aud it 
specifies some of the articles which shall go into special classes 1 and J. It also- 
fixes the maximum rate of charges upon the special classes. Class D comprises 
grain in car-loads, and the maximum rate is six cents per 100 pounds for the first 
25 miles. Class E comprises flour in lots of 50 barrels or more, and lime in lots of 
24 barrels or more, and the highest charge allowed is 12 cents per barrel for the- 
first 25 miles. Class H comprises live-stock, and the maximum rate is $10 per car- 
load. " Class J shall comprise coal, brick, sand, stone, railroad ties and cord-wood, 
and all heavy fourth-class articles in car-loads," and it is provided in respect of 
rates : " Class J not exceeding $8 per car-load for the first 25 miles," etc. As the 
statute itself, and not the Commissioners, places cord-wood in class J and fixes the 
maximum rate at $8 per car-load for the first 25 miles, the present case resolvea 
itself into the question as to what is meant by a "car-load" of cord-wood. 

It is to be observed in the first place that the statute deals with the move- 
ment of the commerce of the country, and must have accorded to it a reasonable 
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«nd practicable construction in the light of usages existing at the date of the enact- 
ment. 

'^ A statute applicable to a large trade or business should, if possible, be con- 
litrued, not according to the strictest and nicest interpretation of it with regard to 
the trade or business with which it is dealing." Endllch on the Int. of Stat., 
Sec. 83. 

Again, where such a statute as this has been interpreted by those executive 
•officers whose duty it is to enforce it, and their construction has been acted upon 
for any considcTable time, due regard should be paid to such construction. While 
the rulings of such officers are not conclusive upon the courts, still their construc- 
tion of the law is entitled to weight, especially where there is doubt as 1o the 
meaning of the law. Says the author just cited, after speaking of the deference 
paid to the practice in lower courts : *' But of almost equal dignity is the practi- 
•cable construction put upon an act by the government officers particularly charged 
with its execution, especially where so long continued as to have grown into a 
rule of department practice." 

Thus the construction of a statute adopted and acted upon by the executive 
in the execution of his duty to give effect to the laws, or by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, or the construction of the general insurance laws of the State by its 
Attorney-General and other officers required to act under it, will In case of doubt 
or ambiguity be adopted by the courts, or at least not disregarded by them, 
•except for cogent reasons. End. on Int. of Stat., Sec. 360; Union Ins. Go. vs. 
Hoge, 21 How. 35. 

Now it must be conceded that a * ^car-load of wood" is a very Indefinite ex- 
pression, and especially so in view of the fact that there is no uniformity what- 
ever in the size or strength of oars. One car will carry only five tons, while 
another can safely carry twenty tons. If a car-load means, for the purpose of 
making transportation charges, the amount that the car can reasonably and safely 
carry, as the plaintiffs insist, then the door is opened wide for favoritism and dls- 
•crimination. The favored shippers will get the large cars and the less fortunate 
the small ones. This Is exactly one of the things which the law in Its general 
-scope seeks to prohibit. The general object and purpose of a statute is never to 
be overlooked in its construction and application. To prevent discrimination and 
bring about equality and uniformity of rates, the Commissioners have power and 
it is made their duty to classify freights, except where the statute places named 
articles in special classes. la promulgating the classification made by them in 
•obedience to law, they held and ruled that ten toas should constitute a car-load, 
■and this ruling they made in view of what they understood to be the prevailing^ 
•usage and the object and purpose of the law. 

There is, it is true, no evidence of a custom to count ten tons as a car-load in 
this record, save the statement made by the Commissioners in their report. 

Concede that this statement does not establish the existence of such custom, 
still the report does show that they gave due consideration to what they under- 
stood to be an established usage. They promulgated their ruling in 1878, at least 
four years before any of the charges now in question were made. They reported 
their construction of the law to the General Assembly late In that year, and that 
body ordered the report and the schedule made a part thereof printed, and thus 
the ruling was sent broadcast over the State for a guide, both to shippers and car*- 
Tiers. 

Thereafter, and in 1881, the Legislature passed a law requiring railroad com- 
panies to furnish double-decked cars for the shipment of sheep, and gave shippers 
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the right to load both decks with sheep to the aggregate eztoDt of 20,000 pounds, 
and made it obligatory upon the carrier to transport the sheep as one car-load. 
This act is in entire accord with the ruling of the Commissioners, and not a dis-- 
approval of such ruling, as counsel for respondent insists. 

We thinly the construction given to the law by the GommisBioners as to what 
constitutes a car-load is reasonable and Just, and ought not to be disturbed. 

On behalf of the respondents, it is said the Railroad Commissioners have and 
had no power conferred upon them to declare what shall be the size or capacity of 
a freight car, or what shall constitute a car-load. We do not say they have or had 
such powers. What we say is this : that they are executive officers charged with 
the special duty of enforcing this act of 1875, and the amendments thereto ; that 
they have, in the proper discharge of their duties, held that ten tons constitute a 
car-load ; that interpretation has been acted upon long enough to become a rule in 
their department, and should not be disturbed unless plainly against the law, and 
we thinly it is not. We believe it to be a fair and just construction of the statute*, 
lust alike to the shipper and carrier. 

Other arguments are made in behalf of the respondents in opposition to the 
conclusion here reached, but we do not regard them as sufficient to change or 
modify what has been said. Accordingly, the Judgment is reversed.

LEGISLATION OONOEENING EAILROAD COMPANIES, 

ALSO IN RELATION TO EXPRESS COMPANIES, 
Placing same under the Jurisdiction of the Railroad and Warehouse Gommimonere, 

Enacted at Begnlar Session 87th Greneral Assembly, 1898. 

OOBPOBATIONS : GENEBAL OFFICES IN THE STATE. 

AN ACT to amend section 1 of an act entitled ^ * An act to require corporations to- 
have their general offices in this state, and to keep therein certain hooka and 
papers, providing penalty for failure to obey, repealing inconsistent acts, 
and declaring an emergency requiring that this act take effect immediately,"' 
approved March 10, 1891. 
Be it enacted hy the General Assembly of the State of Missouri, as follows : 

Section 1. That section 1 of an act entitled ^^An act to require corporations 
to have their general oflSces in this state, and to keep therein certain books and 
papers, providing penalty for failure to obey, repealing inconsistent acts, and 
declaring an emergency requiring that this act take effect immediately," approved 
March 10, 1891, be and the same is hereby amended by Inserting between the 
words ^'railroads" and ^*at," in the fourteenth line, the following words: 
'^ Provided, that where two or more such railroads are under a common control or 
management, the maintenance of but one general ofQce therefor within this state 
and upon the line of some one of such railroads shall be required ; " so that said 
section, when amended, shall read as follows : 

Section 1. Every corporation created by or existing under the laws of this 
state shall have and keep a general office for the transaction of business, and shall 
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have and keep sach office within this state, and shall have at least three of its 
directors citizens and residents of this state ; and in case such a corporation is a 
railroad or a railway company, It shall have such general office located on or near 
the line of its road or route mentioned in its charter or articles of association. 
iEvery corporation, wherever or however created or existing, which owns, controls 
or operates a railroad of one hundred and fifty miles or more in length in this state, 
4ind which railroad in this state was constructed under a franchise or charter 
granted by or derived from this state, shall have its general office for the control, 
operation and management of such railroad located in this state, and on or near 
the line of the said railroad : Provided, that where two or more such railroads are 
^under a common control or management, the maintenance of but one general office 
therefor within this state, and upon the line of some one of such railroads, shall be 
required. At such general office shall be kept the office, of the superintendent, gen- 
eral manager or director, traffic manager, auditor, treasurer and paymaster, general 
freight agent and general ticket and passenger agent, under whatever name the 
duties usually pertaining to such offices may be transacted, together with all books 
of account and papers appertaining to the business of such offices ; and if the cor- 
'poration was created by or exists under the laws of this state, there shaU also be 
kept at such general office the office of the secretary of the corporation, and all of 
the records and books of such corporation. 
Approved March 20, 1893. 

GOIIPOBATIONS : BAILBOADS. 

AN ACT to repeal section 2577, article 2, and section 2682, article 3, of chapter 
42, Revised Statures of Missouri, 1889, and to enact a new section in lieu 
thereof, to be known and designated as section 2577, of article 2, Kevlsed 
Statutes of Missouri, 1889, relating to railroad companies. 
JBe U enaeUd by the General Aeeemhly of the State of Missouri, as follows : 

[Section 1.] That sections 2577, article 2, and 2682, article 3, of chapter 42, 
Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1889, be and the same are hereby repealed, and that 
the following new section, to be known and designated as section 2577, of article 
2, chapter 42, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1889, be enacted in lieu thereof : 

Section 2577. The directors of every railroad company or corporation which 
is now or hereafter may be organized under the laws of this state shall hold a 
meeting on the second Tuesday in March of each year, for the transaction of such 
business as may properly come before them, at their office or place of business 
which shall have been established in this state— 30 days' notice having been given 
by publication in two or more newspapers having the greatest circulation in the 
county or city In which the office of such railroad company or corporation shall be 
situated. The general manager or other chief officer of every such company or 
corporation, and the manager or other chief officer of every railroad company or 
corporation organized under the laws of another state, and owning, leasing, ope- 
rating or controlling a railroad within this state, shall, on or before the first day of 
September of each year, transmit to the office of the railroad and warehouse com- 
missioners of this state a statement in detail of the affairs of such company or cor- 
poration as the same existed on the 30th day of June first preceding, and of the 
business operations of such company or corporation for the year ending the 30th 
day of June, as aforesaid. Said statements must be certified to under oath of the 
proper officer of said company or corporation, and must be made out upon printed 
forms, furnished by the railroad and warehouse commissioners, which printed 
forms shall contain all interrogatories necessary to obtain a ftiU statement, in de- 
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tail, of the organization, condition, business affairs and operations of such railroad 
^company or corporation for the year ending the 30th day of June, as aforesaid. 
The railroad and warehouse commissioners shall, on or before the 31st day of De- 
cember of each year, transmit to the governor of this state a report of their offi- 
<cial acts for the year ending on the 30th day of June, as aforesaid ; and the said 
report shall also contain a condensation of statistics, tabulated from the returns of 
the several railroad companies, together with all such information and recom- 
mendations concerning the regulation of the railroads of this state as the said com- 
fuissloners may deem to be of public interest and importance. 
Approved April 7, 1893. 



•OOBPOBATIONS : EXPRESS 00M;PANIES — REGULATINa OHARGES OF. 

AN ACT declaring express companies or corporations common carriers, and pro- 
viding for their government and control, and empowering the board of rail- 
road and warehouse commissioners to regulate and fix charges made by said 
companies or corporations. 

Be U enacted by the General Aaaembly of the State ofMiaaoun, as follows: 

Seci'ion 1. All companies or corporations doing an express or carrying busi- 
ness over any of the railroads now operated and run or which may be hereafter 
operated and run in the State of Missouri, are hereby declared to be and are com- 
mon carriers within the meaning of the constitution. 

Sec. 2. Within sixty days after this act shall become a law, all express com- 
panies or corporations doing an express carrying business over any of the rail- 
roads now operated, and which may hereafter be operated in the State of Missouri, 
shall be and are hereby required to file with the state board of railroad and ware- 
house comml8Sioners a complete and specific schedule of their classifications of all 
matter, and merchandise received by them for carriage and transportation, together 
with a detailed statement of their rates of charges in each of the classes into which 
their freight and express matter, as above, is divided ; and if there be any rules or 
regulations which change, determine or affect any part of the aggregate of such 
rates and charges, such rules and regulations shall accompany such schedule ; and 
if any two or more of such express companies doing business in this state as afore- 
said, have joint rules and regulations and charges for the exchange of articles of 
express or other matter so carried by chem, the said rules and regulations and 
«chedule of charges shall also be filed with the said board of railroad and ware- 
house commissioners within the time specified above. 

Sec. 3. The Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, when said sched- 
ule of classifications and charges shall have been filed as above required, shall, if said 
classifications and charges be deemed unjust and unreasonable, have full power 
and authority to alter and amend the classifications, and to establish and fix 
maximum rates of charges— and such rates established by the Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners shall be prima facie evidence that such rates are reasonable — 
for all kinds and classes of such articles as may be received for carriage and trans- 
portation by any such express company or corporation doing business in this State, 
having regard to the distance or distances any such articles may have to be so 
carried or transported, and to compel the said companies or corporations to ex- 
change business at all railroad crossings or junctions, when freight or passenger 
•depots are or may be established, and to establish equitable rates between such 
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companies or corporations so exchanging articles in transit. And no company or 
corporation doing an express business in this State as aforesaid shaU have power to 
alter or amend the schedule of clasBificatlons or rates of charges, when so fixed or 
approved by said Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, without the 
consent and approval of said Board. 

Ssc. 4. All express companies or corporations doing business as aforesaid are 
hereby prohibited from discriminating in favor of any particular shipper in any 
manner whatever, directly or indirectly, by any special rate, rebate, drawback or 
other device, and it shall be unlawful for any such company or corporation to give 
any undue or unreasonable preference or advantage to any particular person, com- 
pany, firm, corporation or locality, or any particular description of traffic, to any 
undue or unreasonable pifejudice or disadvantage with respect to such transporta- 
tion; and all such express companies or corporations shall afford equal facilities- 
for the interchange of traffic between their respective lines, and shall not discrim- 
inate in their accommodations, rates, classifications or charges between such con* 
necting lines and places. 

Sbc. 5. Said Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, either upon 
their own motion or upon the complaint of any individual, firm, company or cor- 
poration, shall have full power to investigate all charges of any violations of 
any of the above provisions, and shall have power to send for persons and papers, 
administer oaths and examine and compel the attendance of witnesses, and if, in 
their judgment, there be reasonable evidence of any violation of any of the pro- 
visions of this act, said Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners shall 
transmit such evidence to the Attorney-General of the State. 

SiBC. 6. The Attorney-General, on the receipt of such evidence, shall imme- 
diately proceed against the offending company or corporation in the name and to 
the use of the State in any court having competent jurisdiction ; and if, on the 
trial of such cause, any company or corporation dolDg business as aforesaid shall 
be found guilty of violating any of the provisions of sections three and four of this 
act, the said company or corporation shall be fined in a sum of not less than two 
hundred dollars and not more than one thousand dollars. And if any Express 
company or corporation doing business as aforesaid shall fall, neglect or refuse to 
file its schedule of classifications and rates of charges as required by section 2 of 
this act, said company or corporation shall forfeit to the State the sum and amount 
of two hundred dollars for each and every day it shall neglect, fall or refuse to 
file said schedule—said sum to be recovered by civil suit in any court having com- 
petent jurisdiction, said suit or suits to be brought by the Attorney-General of the 
State, in the name of the State, at the relation and to the use of the Board of Rail- 
road and Warehouse Commissioners. 

Sbc. 7. The Governor may, at the solicitation of the Attorney-General, 
appoint additional counsel, when he may deem it necessary for the vigorous prose- 
cution of said suit or suits as herein provided for, and any sum or amount so 
recovered in any suit or suits shall be paid Into the treasury of the State, to the 
credit of the general revenue fund. 
Approved March 16, 1893. 
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CORPORATIONS : RAILWAYS — ELECTRIC. 

AN ACT aathorlziofi: the construction of electric railways to connect coanty seats 

with railroads. 

Be it enacted by the General A98embly of the State of Miaaouri^ a^ follows : 

Section 1. For the sole purpose of connecting coanty seats in the state of Mis- 
souri with railroads, where such connection does not already exist, it shall be law- 
ful for any number of citizens of such county, not less than five in number, to form 
a corporation, with whatever amount of capital stock may be deemed necessary by 
such citizens, for the purpose of building an electric railroad from such county seat 
to some other railroad as before stated. 

Sec. 2. Such incorporation shall posess all the rights, privileges and powers 
given to any railroad corporation by the laws of this State, and, in addition thereto, 
shall not be required to have any greater amount of stock than to the incorporators 
thereof may seem necessary : and provided further, that said corporation shall 
have power to create whatever amount of bonded indebtedness such corporation 
may deem necessary. 

Sec. 3. The importance of having the construction of electric roads provided 
for in this act begun at once, creates an emergency within the meaning of the con- 
stitution; therefore, this act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage. 

Approved April 1, 1893. 

The recommendation contained in the 17th annaal report of this 
Board, regarding the annual statements by railroad companies, was 
carried out by the General Assembly by their act approved April 7, 
1893. ( Session Acts, 1893, pp. 126, 127. See part II of this report.) 
The recommendations of the Commission contained in their 17th 
report, regarding highway crossings of railroads, and also regarding 
station houses, were not acted upon by the General Assembly of 1893. 
For further information regarding the operations, etc., of the rail- 
roads of this State, and the official doings of the Board for the year 
1892, you are referred to Parts I, II and III of this report.

At the close of the year 1892, there was in Missouri one mile of 
railroad (main line) to 10.7 square miles of territory, and to each 445 
inhabitants, estimating the population of the State at 2,850,000. 



COST OF EAILROADS IN MISSOURI. 

This cannot be stated with any degree of accuracy from any data 
in our possession, and it is very doubtful whether such cost can be 
ascertained. Any statement as to the average cost of the railroads in 
Missouri is necessarily an opinion merely. Opinions vary widely as to 
how the cost of railroads should be estimated, some holding that the 
first cost is the only thing to be considered, whilst others claim that 
all betterments and permanent improvements should be included. In 
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the opinion of the Board, the cost of the railroad properties of Mis- 
souri may be fairly estimated at $45,000 per mile, as an average, includ- 
ing terminal properties, buildings and equipment. On this basis tlie 
cost of the railroads of Missouri for 1892 would be $288,180,000.00. 

The cost of these railroads and equipment, however, as reported 
and shown in statement following, largely exceeds this estimate.

So far as reported, the number of passengers carried in 1892, by 
railroad companies reporting to this office, was 33,173,325. 

The average amount received from each passenger was 89.43 
cents. The average distance traveled by each passenger was 40.531 
miles, and the average rate per passenger per mile was 2.206 cents. 
(The average rate per passenger per mile for the railway system of 
the United States for the year 1892 was 2.143 cents.— (Poor's Manual.) 

The number of tons of freight hauled, as reported, was 60,926,725, 
not including "company" freight. 
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The average amount received for each ton of freight was $1.693 ; 
the average haul per ton was 163.41 miles, and the average rate per 
ton per mile was 1.036 cents. (The average rate per ton per mile for 
the railway system of the United States for the year 1892 was 0.967 
cents. — Poor's Manual.) 

It is impossible to state traffic movements for Missouri separately. 
The statements as made by companies reporting their Missouri busi- 
ness separately will be found in the tables in Part 2. 

It can be stated, however, that the traffic movement averages, as 
shown above, are nearly the same as would be found for Missouri, so 
fiar as average rates per mile per passenger and ton of freight are con- 
cerned. The average distance hauled, and amount received per pas- 
senger or ton, would be proportionately less than as shown for entire 
mileage reported. (The number of passengers and of tons of freight 
moved in Missouri alone cannot be ascertained.)

No material changes have been made as regards the physical con- 
-dition of the railroads in this State. The trunk lines have been kept 
in good condition, bat there are complaints regarding the accommoda- 
tions for passengers at stations.

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INSPECTION OF RAILROADS. 

During the year 1892, several inspections were made by order of 
thee Board. In a majority of these inspections, verbal instructions were 
given by the 'Inspecting Commissioner regarding repairs and renewals 
necessary. 

These instructions were given to the Superintendent personally, 
and the recommendations of the Commissioner were carried out. 

INSPEOTION OF THB ST. LOUIS AND HANNIBAL BAILWAY. 

On the 21st of September the Board ordered that CommisBioner 
Hennessey make an inspection of the St. Louis & Hannibal railway as 
soon as practicable — the inspection to include transportation and 
shipping facilities. 

This inspection was made by Commissioner Hennessey September 
28, 29 and 30, and on October 5 he filed his report as follows : 

Jbffkbson City, October 3, 1892. 
Hon. J. B. BBKATBrrx, Chairman Board Railroad and Warehouse CommisMionera : 

Dbar Sir->I herewith Bubmlt report of inspection of the Hannibal & St. Liouis 
railway, and the result of investigation into transportation facilities, etc., as per 
order of the Commissioners made on September 21st nlto. In regard to condition 
of road-bed and superstructure, I find they have about 30 miles of 60-poiind steel 
rails, which is an increase of ten miles since my last inspection. The best of old 
rails have been used to replace the worst rails in the remaining portion of the 
track. There has been 90,000 ties put in during the last two years, and a g^reat 
deal of work done in repairing, aligning and surfacing track. It is in 60 per cent 
better condition now than when I last inspected It in 1889. But there are yet 
about twenty miles which I consider not in safe condition for passenger travel, 
unless at a greatly reduced rate of speed from their present schedule time. A por- 
tion of the track I refer to—comprising some 10 miles— is south from Troy and 
north of Salt River. Five-eighths of the ties from Salt River station to Hannibal 
are rotten, with the exception of about two miles. The real danger, however, is 
not in the road-bed and track, as the speed can be reduced to a safety gait . The 
danger lies in not tearing out all the old rotten bridges, trestles and culverts, and 
replacing them with new ones at once. 

I wish to urge upon the Commissioners the necessity of speedy action here 
before it is too late. The railroad company has bad ample time in which to com- 
plete this important work, and have failed to do so. Their reasons for not doings bo 
may be very good, but this will not relieve the Board of Commissioners in case of 
accident should they not enforce the law. There are a number of bridges, troBtles 
and culverts with rotten ties and guard-rails. It is very important that they be 
renewed as soon as possible, so that in case of derailment the train might go over 
in safety. There are also several trestles which are unsafe and partly filled up. 
These should be entirely filled or rebuilt. They have completed some new bridges 
and trestles, and more are in course of construction. Those that have rotten 
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«tringerB and need rebuilding are incladed in the following list. There may pos- 
sibly be some mistakes, numerically, as 58 per cent of them are without numbers : 

No. -T— Piling and stringers rotten; was inspecting this when a freight train 
passed over it. The structure sank down and out of line four or five inches ; very 
dangerous ; notified the roadmaster, also called his attention to completely rotten 
stringer in cattle-guard one-half mile north of Bowling Green— not safe to run 
■over. 

No. 8— Needs to be rebuilt. 

No. 9— Partly filled. 

No.— First trestle north Salt River station, needs rebuilding. 

No. 22— Stringers rotten. 

No. 29— Some of piling rotten. 

No. 32— Two rotten stringers.

Hannibal, Mo., Oct. 16, 1892. 
Honorable Board of Railroad and Warehoase Commissioneri : 

Gentlemen — On December 23, 1891, an order was iesued for the repair of cer- 
tain bridges and trestles. These repairs have been made, or are being made as 
fi^st as possible. The work of repair has been and is being carried steadily for- 
ward. Oar Howe trass bridges have all been pat in good condition ; also, in the 
improvement of our road-bed daring the past year, since January 1, 1892, we have 
put in 28,000 cross-ties, including 2000 bridge ties, over 5000 feet of oak piling^ 
90,000 feet of oak lumber, and 140,000 feet of pine timber. During this time we 
have filled eleven trestles, including three this fall ; we have rebuilt and repaired 
fifty bridges and trestles, and have arranged to fill some and repair several more 
this fall and winter as fast as we can reach them. 

Gentlemen, please take into consideration that our road of 86 miles is confined 
almost entirely to its local business for earnings ; that it only runs one freight train 
daily, and one every other day, and that these trains never exceed fourteen cars to 
the train; that on account of river competition our rates are low, and allow me 
to say that while our bridges and culverts do not look as well as on a first-class- 
road, they do not belong to a first-class road, but that they are safe, and that 
in the twenty years the St. Louis & Hannibal .railroad has been operated, 
they have never killed any passengers either on account of bad condition of 
track or bridges. Farther, I will say, it is the intention of the management to 
continue the improvement of track and bridges as fast as the earnings will permit, 
and with the continued repairs and improvement of bridges we contemplate eight 
utiles of steel and 25,000 ties for this next year. 

When the last report was made it was published in the papers, and this ha» 
badly injured us. At that time one of your commissioners Informed Mr. Kennedy^ 
then Superintendent of this road, that if we put our Howe truss bridges in good 
condition, the next report commending the road should be given as much pub* 
licity as the order condemning its condition. 

We hope you will not permit any order published that will injure our busi- 
ness, as it is the intention to improve the condition as fast as possible.

EBGIBDING THE BLOCKING OF SWITCHES, FEOGS AND GUARD-RAILS* 

It having been ascertained that the law regarding the blocking of 
frogs, etc. (Session Acts, 1891, page 81) was not generally complied 
with, the Oommissioners sent out the following letter to the manage- 
ments of the several railroads of the State : 

Statb of Missouri, Office of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, \ 

GiTT of Jefferson, April 22, 1892. / 

Your attention is called to the provisioDS of section 2627, 2627a and 2628 of the 
Bevised Statutes 1889, in relation to tlie blocking of switches, frogs and guard- 
rails. It has come to the knowledge of the Gommissioaers tliat tlie law in regard 
to this matter is not generally complied with, and the object of this circular is 
especially to call the attention of the managing officers of the several railroads of 
the State to the provisions of section 2627a (Session Acts 1891, page 81). The pen- 
alty provided by section 2627 is a severe one, and a prompt compliance with Its re- 
quirements may save both trouble and expense.

To this letter replies were received to the effect that as far as 
practicable the law referred to was complied with. 

It is claimed by officials of some of the roads that it is impossible 
to properly carry oat the provisions of the law regarding the blocking 
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of frogs, etc., for the reason that the law itself is not definite, liie law 
requires ^'the best known appliances or inventions," and as regards 
these there is a great diversity of opinion — each inventor claiming his 
own appliance to be the best known. It woald seem as though the 
law shoald be amended so as to more definitely prescribe the appliance 
to be nsed. If the words in the law were ^^any well-known approved 
appliance," or '^any appliance which might be approved by the Bailroad 
and Warehoase Commissioners," there would be no difficalty in mak- 
ing a selection.

{the 20,000-pounds unit being Commissioners' ruling) for all distances from 25 miles 
to 60 miles. This is at the rate of 6} cents per 100 pounds. For all distances up tp 
25 miles the law allows 4 cents per 100 pounds. You have been over-charged on 
oar-load of 20,000 pounds (21 miles) 2 cents per 100 pounds, or $4 on car-load. On 
distances under 50 and over 25 miles, you have been charged 6 cents per 100 pounds, 
being J cent lower than statute rate. 

Tou are entitled to a rebate of $4 on shipment of Aug. 13, 1891, 20,000 pounds 
handle timber. Wheeling to St. Catherine. You can forward expense bills, with 
this letter^ to general freight agent, and no doubt over-charge will be repaid you.

Dear Sir— Your G. F. O. No. 224 A, filed in this office!January;9th inst., makes 
rates on railroad ties in car-loads, two dollars per ear-load in excess of statutory 
rate on all distances up to and including 25 miles. On distances of 45 to 50 miles 
your tariff is $1 In excess of statutory rates. The statute rates are as follows : 

Ist 25 miles, $8 per car-load . 

2nd 25 miles, $14 per car-load. 

Over 50 miles and up to 63 miles, $15 per car-load. 

Over 63 miles and up to 75 miles, $16.60 per car-load. 

Over 75 miles and up to 88 miles, $17.50 per car-load. 

Please correct tariff where rates are higher than statutory rates.

Dbar Sib— Tour favor of the 13th at hand and duly noted. My understanding 
of the statute rates, as quoted by you, is that they apply on car-loads of 20,000* 
pounds, while the rates named in our tariff 224 A, as applied by us cover the con- 
tents of the car when not loaded to exceed its capacity, and as the average car- 
load of ties is over 30,000 pounds, and rarely if ever falling under that weight,, 
our rates as applied are not in excess of the statute rate.

Under Oommissioners' ruling, the rate applying per 100 ponnds to- 
a car-load of 20,000 ponnds wonld apply per 100 ponnds to any excess 
over 20,000 ponnds. Gar being loaded to 30,000 ponnds, the rates per 
car:load, as shown in G. F. O., 224a, are within the statutory limit, and 
reasonable. 

But following letter was written Mr. Driggs, Jan. 20 : 

* * * * In reply to your favor of 16th inst., your tariff 224 A does not 
specify the car-load. Western classification » which is supposed to govern ship- 
ments in this State, makes 20,000 pounds the car-load, unless otherwise stated. 
The ruling of the Oommissioners has always been that the standard car-load was 
as a rule 20,000 pounds, and that loads in excess of that weight should talce same 
rate per 100 pounds as applies to standard car-load of 20,000 pounds. Of course if 
your cars are loaded to 30,000 pounds, your rates as shown in 224 A are all right, 
but there is nothing in that tariff to show what is meant by car-load. It would be 
better to have a minimum car-load weight specified in schedule.

I have been shipping over the Wabash for years, 
and am shipping this season loose tobacco from Macon City, Mo., to this place, a 
distance of fifty miles, for 15c per 100 pounds ; cars billed at 20,000 pounds, which 
amount I can very easily put in a car. 

I write you this to know if there is a remedy, or can a railroad refuse to take 
such tobacco for shipment, as it certainly will not Injure the car, and is valued at 
not so much as a car of wheat.

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What I want to know how it is that Wabash railway will and has shipped foir 
me an article--to wit, a oolt— a distance of 134 miles for less than Frisco railways 
charged me for 110 miles, both in the same kind of cars? Are there anyraleSt 
regulations or immunities given the Frisco railway oyer the Wabash ? 

An early answer is desired, as the latter road kept the colt without water od» 
the road for 40 hours, while it ought not to have been more than six hours. The- 
Wabash charges were $5.29, the other $6.55, the colt being six months old.

Dbar Sir— As you are aware, it is the practice of western lines on interstate- 
business to provide that agricultural implements and articles classified in the west- 
ern classification as ''vehicles^' may be taken at class "A" rates in mixed car-loads^ 
minimum weight 20,000 pounds. Missouri statute rates, as I understand it, apply^ 
on agricultural implements, furniture and wagons, car-loads, but this special com-^ 
modity rate does not apply on such vehicles as buggies and road-carts, whicti are 
included in the interstate commodity special. A great many orders for agricultural 
implements, car-loads, include spring work, and when such goods are loaded with 
implements and wagons they are subjected to charges which are much in excess or 
those applied on wagons and implements, which fact is the cause of much annoy- 
ance and embarrassment to the shippers. I do not know how it happens that fur- 
niture loaded with agricultural implements and wagons is accorded the benefit or 
the same rate, but it would certainly seem that custom and equity would justify 
the Including of spring work at the mixed carload rate more than the including of 
furniture. 

Will you kindly advise me whether the Board has at any time considered a pro* 
position to include spring work in the commodity rate referred to, and if so, please^ 
also state, if you can consistently, on what grounds the application was denied^ 
and oblige , Yours truly ,

« « « « The Missouri Commissioners in their classification placed spring- 
vehicles in same class with agrlcuHural implements and wagons, in car-loads. The 
Commissioners approve Western classification as applying in Missouri, but the car- 
load rates on articles such as are Included in class " I," Missouri State classifica- 
tion, cannot exceed rates prescribed by law for such articles. No application was 
ever made regarding the mixed oar-loads, but as the Commissioners always placed 
spring vehicles in same class with wagons, etc., in car-loads, there is no reason why- 
they should not approve the same rate for mixed car-loads as for straight loads. 
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April 3 — Hon. Thos. W. Mabrey referred to the Commissioners a 
olaim made by Pearce & Lee, of Doniphan, Mo., of over-charge on mer- 
chandise shipped to New Orleans. The following was written Mr. 
Mabrey : 

* * * * In regard to the matter of Messrs. Pearce & Lee, as per papers 
herewith enclosed, and referred by you to the Railroad and Warehoase Commis- 
sioners : Tbe case presented, being of interstate traffic, is beyond the jurisdiction 
of this Commission, so far as the matter of an adjustment or establishing a xate is 
concerned. It can, however, make complaint and demand a hearing thereof to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission under the provision of section 2678a. (Ses- 
vsion acts of 1891, page 83.) In order to take such action, it will be necessary for 
-the Commissioners to be fully informed as to the nature of and facts in the case, 
4Uid as to the circumstances and conditions governing therein, so that they may be 
^ully prepared to sustain themselves in a hearing: before tbe Interstate Commission. 
In the event that Messrs. Pearce <fc Lee desire the matter taken to that Commis- 
-sion, it will be well to furnish this office with all facts in their possession in any 
way bearing upon it. Please inform Pearce & Lee as to the status of the case 
diere, and ascertain their wishes regarding it. 

Nothing farther was heard regarding the matter.

* * * Under the law of 1887, railroads are not required to make Joints 
tariff rates, nor can the commissioners make and enforce such rates. On local- 
business, giving short hauls to each company, it is customary to charge local rates 
on each road. The statute rates apply to all railroads In the State alike. The St- 
Josepb, St. Louis & Santa Fe R'y Is regarded by the Commissioners as a road in 
class *'C." Roads of this class are exempted by law from pro-rating with other- 
lines ; m other words, are allowed to charge their local tariff rates. See sectiona 
2gJ^4, 2676, pages 243 and 244 of report herewith.

* * * * The correct charge is, as stated by yon, 6 cents per 100 pounds, 
the over-charge being $6 . 60. You are entitled to a rebate of 2 cents per 100 pounds 
on all shipments of wheat made in car-loads from Edgerton to Plattsburg, where 
rate charged you was 8 cents per 100 pounds. The law positively prohibits the 
charging a higher rate for the transportation of wheat in car-loads than 6 cents per 
100 pounds for the first 25 miles. You can make your demand for this rebate, 
accompanying same with this letter. If nothing is done, then refer the matter to 
this office for settlement. 

Same day letter was written to J. M. Johnson, G. F. A. Ohicago, 
Bock Island & Pacific railway, as follows : 

* * * * A letter has been received at this office from Mr. W. D. Hockaday , 
of Plattsburg, Mo., enclosing expense bill on shipment of car-load (33,000 pounds) 
of wheat from Edgerton to Plattsburg— 12 miles— tlie charge being at rate of 8 
cents per 100 pounds. The law positively forbids a charge greater than 6 cents per 
100 pounds for transportation of wheat for distances up to 25 miles. Please see sec- 
tions 2639 and 2675, Statutes of Mo. 1889, pages 223 and 243 of report mailed you 
herewith.

Dear Sir— I regret that there has been so much delay in giving you reply to 
your favor of the 2d inst., relative to our charge on a car-load of wheat from Edger- 
ton to PlattfiburfiT, shipped by Mr. W. D. Hockaday, Plattsburg, Mo., but it has 
taken some little time to investigate the matter. 

We have fixed our schedule of rates in the Sti^e of Missouri from time to time 
in accordance with the charter of the Platte City & Ft. Des Moines Railroad com- 
pany, the road upon which the points named are located, and we understand that 
right has never been questioned by the Railroad and Warehouse CommiFsioners of 
Missouri. If 1 remember correctly, this question was before the Board some few 
years ago when you were a member of that honorable body, and our charter rights 
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were acknowledged. I am not aware of any decision of your body nor of the court 
which would make any change in the situation. If there are any, I will be very 
glad indeed if you will give me reference to same.

May 20 — Beply to Mr. JohnBon's letter as above was written as 
follows : 

J. M. Johnson, Esq., General Freight Agent, Chicago : 

Dear Sir— Your favor of 16th inst., relative to rates on Chicago, Bock Island 
A Pacific lines in Missouri, has been received. I am aware that the said company 
has claimed exemption from State control, by reason of terms of charter of the 
Platte City & Ft. Des Moines B. B. Ca, but I do not rdmember that at any time 
the Missouri Commissioners acknowledged such exemption. 

In January 1884, this question of exemption was before the Board, in conse- 
quence of an order placing the C, B. I. A P. lines in class A ; or a ruling or recom- 
mendation that the rate for passenger fares be reduced to three cents per mile. 
Mr. Withrow, General Solicitor lor C, B. I. & P. B'y Co., claimed exemption. In 
a letter to him, written Jan. 24, 1884, the Commissioners say -,**** (»Yoa 
claim that under your charter, as such charters have been construed by our Su- 
preme Court, you are authorized to charge a reasonable rate without regard to sub- 
sequent legislation, and that a four cent rate has been believed to be reasonable, 
but that you would be glad to hear our views on the subject. The action of our 
Supreme Court to which you refer is, we presume, the decision in the case of Sloan 
vs. the Mo. Pacific B. B. Co., rendered in Nov. 1875. Yon are aware that whilst 
that opinion denies to the LegialcUure the right to determine what is a reasonable 
rate, it specifically claims that right for courts with the assistance of juries. It 
seems to us therefore, that the subject being viewed from your own standpoint, 
the question is, whether under the circumstances now existing, your four cent 
rate would be sustained by the courts of Missouri. * * * * Without enume- 
rating other circumstances still more, pertinent perhaps, we state unhesitatingly, 
that in our opinion you would not be sustained." 

I do not find, nor do I remember any other instance, in which the question of 
State control as regards C. B. I. & P. lines was considered by the Commission- 
ers. The Sloan decision certainly does not hold that the directors of the Missouri 
Pacific B'y Co. could make such rates as they deemed proper, without recourse on 
the part of any one deeming said rates unreasonable, for the decision expressly says 
such reasonableness must be determined by the courts. Since that time our law 
has been materially changed. The Constitution of 1875 declares all railroads in 
this State to be public highways, and all railroad companies common carriers, and 
requires the Legislature to pass laws regulating and controlling all such railroads, 
without exception. Since that time also the courts have set aside the rulings in 
the Dartmouth College case -their rulings now being, as the Board understand 
them, to the effect that chartered privileges cannot hold as against the public good. 

In their Fourth Annual Beport (1878) the Missouri Commissioners discuss this 
question of exemption. Pleas^see pages 10 and 11 of report herewith. In 1883 — 
9th Annual Beport— they fully discuss the question, and say: "We are therefore 
unavoidably forced to the conclusion that railroad companies are not only subject to 
all restrictions applicable either to private owners of public thoroughfares or to 
common carriers, but, as they alone exercise the functions of both, they form an 
exceptional class, requiring peculiar and exceptionally stringent regulation." 
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As regards decisions affecting the question of exemption from State control, 
"there are many of them. In case of Ruggles vs. Peopie, U. S. Supreme Court, 
1883, Am. and Eng. R. R. cases, vol. Xl, p. 49 : '^ A provision contained in a char- 
-ter of a railroad corporation that ^tbe board of directors shall have the power to 
-establish such rates of toll for the conveyance of persons or property upon the 
same as they shall from time to time by their by*law8 determine, and to levy and 
•collect the same for the use of the said company,' does not, when taken in connec- 
tion with a proviso that all bj-laws, rules and regulations of the company 'shall 
not be repugnant to the Constitution and laws of the United States or this State,' 
amount to an undertaking on the part of the Htate which will prevent it from en- 
4icting a statute fixing a maximum of such rates of toll." Precisely such a provision 
is contained in the charter of the Platte City & Ft. DesMoines R. R. Co. 

In case of Stone et al. vs. Farmers' Loan and Trust Co., U. S. Supreme Court 
<116 U. S., p. 307), the right of a state to reasonably limit the amount of charges 
by a railroad company for the transportation of persons and property within its 
Jurisdiction cannot be granted away by its legislature, unless by words of positive 
grant or words equivalent in law. A statute which grants to a railroad company 
the right '' from time to time to &%^ regulate and receive the tolls and charges by 
them to be received for transportation," does not deprive the State of its power, 
V7ithin the limits of its general authority, as controlled by the Constitution of the 
United States, to act upon the reasonableness of the tolls so fixed and regulated. 
An act of incorporation which confers upon the directors of a railroad company 
the power to make by-laws, rules and regulations touching the disposition and 
management of the company's property and all matters appertaining to its con- 
<serns, confers no right which is violated Iby the creation of a state railroad com- 
mission charged with the general duty of preventing the exaction of unreasonable 
<or discriminating rates upon transportation done within the limits of the State. 

In Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul R'y Co. vs. State of Minnesota (134 U. S. 
p. 418), U. S- Supreme Court : *'A provision in the charter of a railroad company 
that the directors of the corporation should have power to make needful rules, 
regulations and by-laws touching the rates of toll and the manner of collecting the 
«ame, does not constitute such a contract on the part of the State as precludes it 
from regulating at any time in the future the rates of toll to be collected by the 
company." 

In Minneapolis Eastern R. R. Co. vs. State of Minnesota, ex rel. etc. (134 U. 
€. p. 467), U. S. Supreme Court : '^The provisions of the Minnesota act of March 
3, 1869, ^that any railroad or corporation organized under the title to which this is 
an amendment may charge and receive for the transportation of passengers and 
freight on their road such reasonable rates as may be from time to time fixed by 
«aid corporation or prescribed by law,' etc., do not constitute a contract with a 
•corporation organized under it, as to the fixing by it of its rates and charges, and 
•do not deprive the legislature of the power to regulate those charges.*' 

These decisions of the U. S. Supreme Court seem to me to unmistakably 
'establish the right of a legislature at any time to At such rates as they may deem 
Tcasonable, notwithstanding that in charters of railroad companies it is stated the 
•directors of said companies may establish rates. ^ 

I do not doubt that the rate tariffs of the C. R. I. & P. lines in Missouri must 
ibe made in conformity to the laws controlling and regulating the railroads of the 
State, and that the charging and collecting any amount for the transportation of 
freight or passengers over said lines greater than as prescribed by law is an illegal

Dear Sir— I am in receipt of yours of the 18th inst. advising that complaint; 
had been made against this company regarding rate an anthracite coal from St. 
Louis to Springfield as against the rate charged between same points on soft coal. 

The difference in the price of the commodities is one reason why a higher 
rate is charged on anthracite than on soft coal, and as our company does not stand 
single and alone In this respect, we cannot see why we should be expected to make 
a lower rate on hard coal than our competitors do. For instance, the rate on soft 
coal fl*om East St. Louis, 111., to Kansas City is 10 cents per 100; the rate on harck 
coal is 13f cents per 100. Rate on hard coal from Missouri river to all points west 
is considerably higher than the rates charged on soft coal. 

Another reason for making lower rate on soft coal than is enlarged on hard coal 
for similar distances is the fact that lower rates are made by the railroad companies* 
for the purpose of developing the industries located on their lines. We have no- 
hard-coal mines in the western country, and it is to a certain extent deemed a lux- 
ury, and people burning hard coal expect to pay higher prices both for the coal and 
the transportation than they do for sofc coal. 

I trust this information will prove satisfactory to your honorable board .

* * * * In reply to your favor of 28th ult. relating to rate on anthracite 
coal, I am instructed to state, that in the event of any change made by the Com- 
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missioners in such rate, tbeir order would be general in its application . The Mis- 
souri law in its classification of coal makes no distinction between anthracite and 
soft coal, but there can probably be no doubt that the classification refers to Mis- 
souri soft coal, and the Commissioners have always recognized and approved a 
classification for anthracite, higher than for soft coal. They are inclined to the 
opinion, however, that the rate on anthracite is somewhat out of proportion when- 
compared with rate on soft coal. They Would prefer not to have a hearing re- 
garding the anthracite rate , and whilst they would of course be governed in any 
decision they might reach regarding it by the facts brought out in such hearing, 
they would recommend a rate on anthracite coal from St. Louis to Springfield of 
12^ cents per 100 pounds, being a reduction of 2^ cents per 100 pounds from your 
present rate, as being in their opinion a reasonable rate for the service. If, how- 
ever, it would be more in accordance with your views to have a hearing of the 
matter, they will take up the case for that purpose.

We have 
repeatedly asised to be grouped with Rich Hill, Ovid and Bedford, Mo., the proper 
geographical group to which we naturally belong, as we are in the Rich Hill coal 
^eld, one and one-half mile from Bedford and only 5 miles from Rich Hill, on the 
main line of the Lexington & Southern R'y. There is no extra switching ; our spur 
is less than 1000 feet, and the simple setting in of empty cars and pulling out loads 
is all the work performed by the R'y Co. We want our mines placed upon equal 
footing with Rich Hill shippers, as the mines of 5 ;or 6 shippers are within a ra- 
dius of less than 5 miles, and all of them have Rich Hill rates but our mines. Will 
j-ou kindly give me information as to the course to be persued by us to get Justice, 
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as the great fault is in grouping for shipping purposes ? We have been shut out 
of the North Kansas and Nebraska markets, except Atchison, Kas., but all other 
points our rates are 10c to 25c per ton higher than Rich Hill rates. That is the 
whole thing in a nut-shell. Ten to 25c per ton represent the entire profits in a toa 
of coal.

M. K. R. from any point not east of Bowling Green to any point between St. Au- 
t>ert and Boonville.

The low- 
est rate made by the Commissioners is 55 cents per ton for stone hanled ten 
miles or less. The rate as charged you— 40 cents per ton— does not seem to the^

S. & Southern R*y Is a class • »C "" 
line, and in the opinion of the Commissioners Is entitled to statute, rates on ita 
local business. This is also allowed bylaw. See concluding eight lines of Sec» 
2642, Rev. Stats. Mo., 1889. The rulings of the Commissioners referred to above- 
have been sustained by the Supreme Court of Missouri, as you will see by opinion, 
enclosed .

Now, should not ties take the same rate as the other 
items in Class J, and should not all the items In Class J take the same rate, and if 
they give a special rate on part of the items in Class J, should not all the itema 
mentioned In the statute take the same rate ? If you have any ruling or decislona 
bearing on the case, will you kindly cite them . Respectfully,

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October 12 — Answered as follows: 

* * * Railroad ties are placed in Class J by statute. There is nothing to 
prevent a railroad company from carrying any single commodity in Class J at a 
lower rate than as prescribed for that class as a whole. The rate so made, how- 
ever, must be made the same for all shippers under like circumstances, and must be 
made public by posting for inspection by any one interested. 

In 1886 the Commissioners made a sub division of Class J, making a rate lower 
on soft coal, common brick', stone, sand, clay, cord- wood, logs, unsawn fence posts, 
hoop-poles and iron ores than on railroad ties and other fourth-class articles in car- 
loads.

It is true, 
this shipment passed over the Boonville bridge, but if I had bought the potatoes in 
St. Louis, the^ would have passed over the St. Charles and Boonville bridges, and 
come a distance (via Hannibal) of 262 miles. 

This seems to me to be an extortion that ought to be corrected. Would be 
glad to have you look into this case, and to hear your report.

* * * The rate as per local tariff filed in this office on potatoes, less than 
car-loads (4th class), for 15 miles, M., K. & T. R'y, is 10 cents per 100 lbs. A regu- 
lation of the company places an arbitrary charge of 5 cents per 100 lbs. for bridge- 
toll on less than car-loads. 

In 1882, the question as to the right of the Mo. P. R'y Co.— at that time ope- 
rating the M., K. & T. R'y— to collect this arbitrary charge, was referred to the 
Attorney-General of Missouri, who decided, that the bridge not belonging to«the 
M., K. & T. R'y Co., but being in possession of the Union Trust Co. of New York, 
as trustee under the mortgage, the said trust company had the right to collect tolls 
on the bridge and apply same to payment of interest on mortgage bonds. 

In answer to letter October 26, to General Solicitor Hagerman of 
M., K. & T. E'y Co., he stated that the Boonville bridge was still in 
possession of the Union 'trust Co., as trustees. 
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COERESPONDENOE RELATING TO CLAIMS FOR DAMAGES, 



February 23 — A commanlcation was received from Evens & How- 
ard, of St. Louis, with enclosures, relating to a claim against the Mo. 
Pacific R'y on account of detention of cars. 

On March 3, their letter was answered as follows, and enclosures 
xeturned : f 

* * * * Your favor of 23d Feb. ult., with enclosures relating to your 
xilalms against the Ma. Pacific R^ Co. has been received, and has had the careful 
attention of the Commiseioners. 

This Board has no jurisdiction in cases such as you present. Their opinion, 
tiowever, is that any claim for damages should be specific, and the amount of 
damages clearly stated. A claim for damages merely for detention of property 
in transit— no damages being sustained— would hardly be valid. 

If by reason of detention you were damaged, either by loss of or injury to 
your property, or if by reason of detention the value of the property depreciated, 
your claim for damages would be well founded, but such damage should be clearly 
-Stated. 

In regard to detention of cars by Car Service Association, the Board are of the 
•opinion that the rule requiring the prompt payment of switching charges is a 
xeasouable and proper one. As the Board understand the matter, you presented 
a claim against the Mo. Pacific R'y Go. as an offset to charges made by Gar Service 
Association. Tbe Gar Service Association is an organization separate and distinct 
from the Mo. Pacific R'y Co., and is entitled to proper remuneration for its services 
«nd could not be required to accept a claim against another in payment for such 
4service. 

Shippers are entitled to prompt delivery of property shipped by rail, but rea- 
sonable regulations in regard to such delivery must be enforced, and the Board 
<;onsider the regulation of the car service requiring prompt payment of transfer or 
49 witching charges as reasonable. 

March 7 — The following was received : 

St. Louis, March 5, 1892. 
^AMss Hakdinq, Esq., Sec'y Bailroad and Warehouse Gommissioners : 

Dear Sir— We have your favor of 3d inst., with return of all our papers in 
•claim against the Missouri Pacific Railway Go. 

Tou do not seem to understand our position. We claim that we have been 
•damaged on account of detention, in the loss of custom, in that further orders from 
parties have not been received because of the long time it took the cars in question 
to go to destination ; also, account of money expended in tracing the cars, in the 
way of telegrams, both from our customers and in reply to their inquiries. This 
latter is an actual investment, and the money would not have been spent had not 
the delay occurred. We think this reasonable and specific damage. 

We are not making any complaint about the requirement of the Gar Service 
Association of prompt payment switching charges. We always pay these bills 
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as Boon as presented. We do feel, however, that if the railroad companies are 
permitted to charge us for holding their cars beyond a perioi of 24 hours, w» 
should in a like manper be entitled to delay to our material, particularly when the 
detention by us is caused by the railroad company not bringing cars as ordered ^ 
and in such numbers as to inconvenience us in unloading, and rendering prompt 
service practically impossible. • 

So far as the Car Service Association being a separate organization is oon- 
cerned, we have no dealings with them in the payment of bills. They have dis- 
tinctly stated to us time and again that they are merely agents of the railroad 
companies, but our transactions must be with the latter, money to be paid to them,, 
and they to refund it in case of any error in collection. This being the case, and 
we paying demurrages to the Missouri Pacific, why should we not be entitled to, 
in the same manner, recover from them any charges we may make for detention to- 
our property ? 

You advise shippers are entitled to prompt delivery of property shipped hy 
rail, and yet state we have no grounds for claims in these two cases, when it Ifr 
perfectly apparent that there was not prompt delivery. We would like to have 
your Commission go over this ground again in the light of the whole subject aft 
given in this letter, and oblige, Yours truly.

* * » * * As stated in letter to you yesterday, the Commissioners have 
no jurisdiction in cases such as this, and their views as regards claims for dam- 
ages are also stated in letter referred to. Enclosed herewith. 

March 14 — The following letter was written to Evens & Howard, 
replying to theirs of March 6th : 

* * * * The Commissioners have carefully looked into the jmatter of your 
claims, and they have no jurisdiction therein. Were your claims on account of dis- 
criminations either in rates or shipping facilities, or of exorbitant charges « the 
Board could take official cognizance and action therein. But in a claim for dam- 
ages such as presented, your recourse must be through the courts. As stated in 
letter of 3rd inst. from this office, shippers are entitled to prompt delivery of their 
shipments, subject to reasonable regulations. If by reason of delay in delivery, a 
shipper or consignee has been injured or damaged, his claim on account of such 
injury or damage would be valid, but in the judgment of the Board the claim 
should clearly set forth the damage or Injury sustained.

Hon. Hoard of E. R, and W. Com., Jefferson City, Mo.: 

Gbntlbmbn— Referring to your letter of March 14, 1892, relative to certain 
•claims against the Missouri Pacific R'y Co., «,nd which we presented to your Board 
for their opinion, you seenl to have been under the impression that the St. Louis 
Car Service Ass'n was an organization for the purpose of regulating and collecting 
switching charges, and .that in the course of their operations they had detained 
-certain of our oars loaded with material. This is not the case. 

This association is established for the purpose of making and collecting 
•charges against patrons of the roads for holding cars belonging to various railroad 
•companies beyond a certain length of time, the charges being collected by the rail- 
road companies performing the service. 

There is no such association in Kansas City, and the organization wants us to 
pay car service here. ^ 

Is it lawful for the railroad companies to discriminate in this manner? If not, 
we ask your assistance. 

Is it lawful for a railroad company in Missouri to collect money for car eervice 
or demurrage on cars belonging to another corporation or to individuals, members 
of car service associations, or on cars belonging to a foreign corporation or indi- 
viduals, not members of any car service association? Can a railroad company re- 
fuse to furnish us empty cars for loading if we decline to pay car service charges 
•on other cars ? 

Car service associations are combinations of railroad companies to regulate 
•car service charges within the State of Missouri. 

Is not this Illegal and contrary to the statutes prohibiting combinations for 
the purpose of fixing charges ? 

We also enclose copies of letter received from Agent Allen of the Missouri 
Pacific R'y Co., and ours to the St. Louis Car Service Ass'n, the former with refer- 
ence to deliveries of flrelght, and the latter referring to car service charges. 

Are not our bi) Is against the railroad company for use of our private track, 
and also detention of our goods In transit beyond a reasonable or usual time, a 
legal offset for their charges for detention to cars ? 

Pleaee advise us if we have not a right to demand and receive deliveries of 
freight as heretofore, and If the dally deliveries of said freight for years does not 
establish our rights In the matter as prescriptive.

Is it not the duty of your Board to defend us against encroachments on and

Dear Sir— We would like to have you give us a little information in regard to 
how to proceed against the Missouri Pacific railway in regard to two claims we 
have against them. One of them is like this : Last fall we shipped from here 
two narrow-gauge cars of wheat in sacks, and went into contract with the railway 
•company whereby they were to have this wheat loaded into a standard-gauge car 
4it Sedalia in bulk, which they did and for which we paid them the sum of 75c, but 
when they reloaded it at Sedalia, they loaded it in a car that had a broken door, 
tind between there and its destination in St. Louis there was nearly $100 worth of 
wheat wasted. Again, on Friday, December 18, 1891, we shipped from here two 
etandard-gauge cars of hogs, which should have reached St. Louis on the early 
Saturday train, but on account of a wreck which was ahead of the train which 
our stock was on, they did not reach St. Louis until 3 o'clock p. m. on Saturday, 
during which time they held our stock in the cara without feed or water — making 
about 31 hours which our stock stood cramped up without feed or water, and then 
threw us into St. Louis too late for Saturday's market, and we had to hold over 
until Monday morning, making a large expense and heavy shrinkage in weight ; 
also, from Saturday morning until Monday there was nearly 25 cents decline in the 
hog market, hence we sustained a very heavy loss on our hogs. Now, we have 
every proof necessary to establish these claims beyond any question, and want 
«ome information as to what is the proper course to pursue. We have put in 
claims, and after months of investigation they decline any offers. Our Mr. W. L. 
Morgan will be in Jefferson City next July, and can furnish your honorable body 
positive proof, or one of us can come down before that time, if it will push things 
any.

In reply to your favor of 2d inst, in regard to the running of trains via. 
Pleasant Hill over the Kansas City, Clinton & Springfield raihroad, there is no- 
law in this State specifically requiring railroad companies to run passenger trains, 
daily. The intent of the law is to require sufficient accommodations for the 
transportation of passengers, by all railroads in the State. The question in your 
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case, if taken to the coartB, would probably be as to tbe suffloiency of the accom- 
modation furnished. As regards freight trains, section 2622, Revised Statutes Mo. 
1889, requires every railroad company to construct and maintain switches and 
freight-houses at all towns on Its line having a population of 200 inhabitants or 
over, and to stop at least one train daUy thereat, to receive and unload freight. 



Kov. 8 — Following was received : 

Nov. 7, 1892. 
Messrs. Railroad Commissioners, Jefferson City, Mo.: 

Gentlemen— We have nearly 1 ,000,000 feet lumber here at our mill ready for ship* 
ment, and can get no cars except for St. Louis ; and our trade there is very small, 
as we ship east very largely. We have offers from connecting railroad company ta 
furnish cars, and we offer to pay the Cotton Belt folks for hauling in those empties, 
and they will not. We have several car-loads of valuable lumber on side-track in 
a damaging condition, and have not been able to get cars for six weeks. 

Is there no redress for us ? 

The apparent reason is. that the company now is engaged In hauling cotton,, 
together with the necessary freight, and have our haul for sure. Can they force 
our delay ? It seems to us that the company has rights that the people are bound 
to concede and respect ; and conversely, the people have some rights that the 
railroad company are bound to respect. The company here Is determined to dis- 
regard our orders. Please advise us as to whether we have any redress or not.

The Constitution of Missouri provides that every railroad com- 
pany shall receive and transport each the other's passengers, tonnage and cars, 
loaded or empty, without delay or discrimination . Section 2624, Revised Statutes 
of Missouri, refers to failure of a company to transport and return cars when fur* 
nlshed by any party, and provides severe penalty. Section 2626 repeats the con- 
stitutional provision. The penalty can be collected by party aggrieved In any 
competent court. The authority of the Commissioners in regard to supplying cars 
does not go beyond power to require that a company must not discriminate in the 
supply of cars.

& S. E'y Co., and he and Mr. Priest were notified that by reason of 
finch action, hearing appointed for Jnne 1st was unnecessary.

Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, Jefierson City, Mo.: 

Gentlemen — We enclose three letters from railroad officials of Mo. Pac. B'y 
Co., in regard to spur near our coal mine in operation near this place. 
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They have bat one reason in our opinion for not patting spar where we want 
it, and that is they want as little competition in ooal as possible. This has been 
very plain to as for varloas reasons. It Is very evident that it woald pay the rail- 
road company in more ways than one to grrant a spar for as where we want It^ 
with only one exception, and that Is, It might knock them oat of a sale of a car 
now and then. 

These are the reasons ( In oar opinion ) that it will pay them otherwise. We 
can load cars In less than one-third of the time that we can do It now, can ship 
more coal, sell farther away, and thas give them longer polls. There woald be na 
Inconvenience whatever In patting In and taking oat cars more than at the present 
condition, as the pasher does this work generally, and coald do it on a spar where 
we want it ]ast as well as here at Elston. 

There is no doabt aboat the extent of oar coal, as there Is aboat 500 car-loadfr 
or more In sight. We have to haal aboat one and three-qaarters of a mile, and 
oar mine Is aboat 380 to 400 yards from the track where we want spar. So yoa can 
readily see the reasonableness of oar want. 

Our mine Is open for Inspection, and we Invite yoa or any one to examine and 
see the extent of It. 

The roads have been so bad that we have not loaded bat three cars of coal In 
three months, and If we had a spar near mine we woald balld horse-car track and 
ooald load rain or shine. 

We sell coal at the present time, when we can deliver, at Jefferson City, Osage,. 
Bonnot^s Mill, Tipton, Ottervllle, and a little at other points. We have refused 
aboat 25 orders In the last six months, and coald have sold 100 cars more than wo 
have If we had spur. We sell some parties who use wood when we cannot ship to 
them. They are Meyer-Morfield Milling Co., Bonnet's Mill, Mo. There are two 
or three good prospects for coal near point where we want track, and one of them 
is closer to point than ours. They have never been tested, but there Is not much 
doubt about them . 

There are farmers near point who would load grain and who haul to Centre- 
town and here on wagons. 

We enclose map of mine and the portion of Mo. P. K. R. that comes In the 
limits. 

Please to do all you can for us, and at your earliest convenience. Any more 
information wanted will be promptly attended to.

Gbntlbmen— Could you Inform myself and neighbors of the steps necessary to 

be taken to induce or compel the Kansas City, St. Joseph & Council Bluffs Hallway 

Company to put in a station between Parkville and Harlem, or really Parkville and 

Kansas City. The distance is ten miles, a longer run, by far, than any other road 

out of Kansas City. The absence of a station is a great inconvenience. I may 

state that the company has been petitioned without success. I have heard that a 

railway is compelled to afford accommodation under the law at distances not 

greater than five miles, but do not know if it is so. If it should be the fact, would 

you please notify the company to do as herein desired.

* * * There is no law requiring stations at any specified points except- 
ing at intersections of railroads, and at towns having a population of two hundred 
inhabitants or more. 

If the business offering at the point proposed in the petition for the new sta- 
tion is sufficient, there should be no difficulty in securing the station. The Com- 
missioners are not authorized to make an order as suggested by you. They will, 
however, do anything in their power to aid in bringing about the object desired. 



March 31 — Following letter was received: 

March 22, 1892, 
Mr. Breathitt, Railroad Commissioner, Jefferson City, Mo.: 

Dear Sir— On the night of September 23, 1891, the depot at Harriston, Cooper 
county, Mo., on the M., K. & T. R'y, caught fire from a passing train and burned. 
As a matter of course, the railroad authorities were at once aware of this, and, 
though a written appeal has been made to them, the depot has never been rebuilt. 
Besides the great inconvenience shippers at this point are put to by the lack of a 
depot and its accompanying accommodations, passengers .have been compelled 
during the past winter to stand in the open air, on the bare ground, while waiting 
for trains, etc., and now it is generally believed here that the depot will never be 
rebuilt if left to the pleasure of the railroad authorities. 

While Harriston is of less importance than Pilot Grove, the next nearest 
station on the M. K. & T. , the railroad is in all honor bound to keep a permanent 
first-class depot here. My husband, the late M. W. Harris, was the chief one of 
several who contributed money to the amount of about $1500 and paid it to the M., K. 
& T. R. R. with the positive contract— proof of which we possess— that a first-class 
permanent depot be kept at Harriston. Harriston is but a small station, containing 
a half dozen houses or so, but it is of inestimable convenience to the surrounding 
neighborhood, and since the station was paid for with our money, we feel that the 
railroad authorities should be compelled to fulfill their part of the contract. 
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We simply ask that a first-clasB depot be built and maintained at Harriston, 
:and we appeal to yoa, our Railroad Commissioner, to right our wrongs. We ask 
you to see to it that the railroad gives us that to which we are entitled. 

Some months ago my son made an appeal to the Railroad Commissioners, to 
which he has never received a reply. I hope you will be kind enough to give me a

DsAR Sir— I regret that I've been unable to reply sooner to yours of the 30th 
inst., which was duly received. 

I am surprised to know that the Commissioners have no power or Jurisdiction 
in the matter of station houses, for the Idea of appealing to the Railroad Commis- 
filoners was suggested to me by seeing a communication in the ' 'Republic" dated 
from Jefferson City, Jan. 26, appearing In the "'Republic" Jan. 27, 1892, In which 
it w^s stated that the citizens of Cuba, Crawford county, complained to the State 
Board of Railway and Warehouse Commissioners that the San Francisco railway 
■had removed its depot a mile or so from town, and the Board made an order com- 
.xnanding the railway company to erect and maintain switches and freight-houses 
in the town. It also commanded that this be done within thirty days. If the 
Board could command the railroad company to erect a freight- house In Cuba, why 
<;an it not command that the railway company erect and maintain a freight-house 
or a depot in Harriston ? 

It seems to me that the two are parallel cases, hence I reiterate, I am sur- 
prised when you state ' 'the Commissioners have no power or jurisdiction in the 
matter of station-houses." 

The very day after my letter of March 22 was written to you the company 
erected a platform at Harriston. We consider that It has added *4nsult to 
injury." It Is now undeniably clear that the railroad company never intends to 
«rect a station-house here; before the platform was built we had a lingering 
though faint hope that a depot might some day be built. 

To whom can we appeal for relief, to which we are entitled. If not to the 
Railroad Commissioners ? Are they not elected by the people for the people ? 

The platform, of course, aids one in getting on or off trains, but that is a 
«mall part of the good a first-class depot does. The platform is simply a stepping 
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Btone, and tbe old goods-box that has been used since the depot was burned served 
that purpose. We are entitled to a first-class depot— not a platform- -and we are 
indignant at this injustice. 

Of course one is still unprotected from the weather, and the nearest private 
house to the platform is still used, as it has been all winter, as a convenience and shel- 
ter to protect passengers who wait for trains. Mr. Sly, tbe owner of this house, 
appealed once to the railroad for a depot, that he might ba rid of the nuisance of 
entertaining all passengers who get off and on the M!., K, & T. at Harriston. Com- 
mon humanity will not allow him to refuse people to shelter under his roof, 0ut it 
is a nuisance to him and an imposition upon the part of the railway. 

This state ol affairs will exist as long as there is not a depot at Harriston ; 
and besides this, we who have paid for and are entitled to a depot, are deprived 
of all tbe accommodations and facilities of a depot. 

Permit me to thank you most kindly for your attention to my letter, and I 
hope you will pardon the length of this epistle. I feel, however, that the impor- 
tance of this matter Justifies me in writing to you at such length. 

I sincerely hope you will consider this matter seriously and not put it aside aa 
of no moment. If we get the depot, we will give honor to whom honor is due. 

If it would facilitate matters any, we, the citizens of Harriston and vicinity^ 

can send yoif a formal complaint against the railroad company.

April 21 — Answered as follows : 

* * * l^our favor of 8th Inst., in relation to station-house at Harriston, 
has been received. My absence from office until today has caused delay in reply. 
The case to which you refer, where the Commissioners made an order requiring 
a station-house to be built and maintained at Cuba, was quite different from that 
you present, and in the Cuba case, the Commissioners had grave doubts as to their 
authority. They made the order, hoping the case might be taken to the courts , 
and also with the view of bringing the question prominently before the General 
Assembly, so that legislation necessary to give the Commissioners a proper author- 
ity in such matter might be enacted. 

The section requiring a freight-house at Cuba, you will find on page 27 of report 
mailed herewith (dec. 2622). You will notice that such freight-houses must be 
constructed and maintained at towns having a population of 200 inhabitants or 
more. Nowhere in laws of Missouri is it required of railroad companies that they 
provide passenger station-houses or depots, excepting at points where railroads 
cross each other at grade. (See section 2582, page 200 of report herewith.) In 
such cases, it is made the duty of the prosecuting attorney to enforce the penalty 
for non-compliance with the law. I would suggest that, as proposed in your letter^ 
you prepare a petition to the Commissioners, setting forth the facts in the matter 
of the station-house at Harriston, and asking them to bring the matter before the 
M., K. &T. management. The Commissioners will most gladly do all in their 
power to bring about the object desired.

* * * * The matter is one over which the Commissioners have no control. 
By reference to section 2582, Rev. Stat. Mo., 1889 (pages 199 and 200 of 16th Report 
Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners herewith), you will see that the law makes 
it the duty of the prosecuting attorney of the county where a railroad crossing is 
situate, to prosecute for and recover the penalty for the failure on the part of a 
railroad company to comply with the requirements of the law regarding station- 
houses or depots at railroad intersections.

Chula, Mo., July 14, 1892. 
Railroad Commissioner, Jefferson City, Mo. : 

Dear Sir— I write you for information or to get you to intercede for us at this 

place. We have depot and stock-yards but no depot building — only station-house

there is any way to get at them, we many citizens want to know how to proceed .

Answered as follows : 

* * * In regard to a station-house at Chula, as referred to by you, the 
law does not require that station-houses be established at any town having a popu- 
lation of less than 200 inhabitants. The Commissioners have no power whatever 
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to order Btation-houses to be bailt. If, however, you will get up a petition to the 
railway compaDy stating your wants and setting forth the business done at Chula, 
the Commissioners will promptly forward the same, with their recommendatioa 
that a station-house with proper facilities be provided there. 

It does not necessarily follow that a station-honse should be pro- 
vided on any railroad within the State, whenever asked for by citizens 
interested. Good and sufficient reasons may be shown why, in some 
instances, requests for station-houses should not be granted. Bat 
there is no doubt in many cases these requests are reasonable, and 
should, within reasonable limits, be granted. It would seem as though 
the Commissioners should be vested with a reasonable discretion in 
the matter of station-houses, and where it can clearly be shown that 
the public convenience requires — while at the same time no injustice 
be done the railroad company — the Commissioners should have fall 
authority to require a station-house to be built and maintained. 
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OOERESPONDBl^OB REGARDING EXPRESS CHARGES.

MoNTQOMBRY CiTT, Mc, April 12, 1892. 
Hon. John B. Brbathitt, Jefferson City, Mo.: 

Dear Sir— The Arm of Emerson A Marlow, general commission merchants of 
Chicago, who have a branch house in this place, have made complaint to this effect : 
They ship poultry and other produce from this place to Chicago, and state that the 
United States and Pacific express companies are over-charging them or discrimi- 
nating in their charges. They charge $1.65 per hundred for live poultry from 
Montgomery City to Chicago by way of St. Louis, and they charge only $1.25 from 
Mexico to Chicago by way of St. Louis, which is 25 miles farther, and they charge 
$1.25 per hundred for live poultry from Centralia to Chicago by way of St. Louis, 
which is 40 miles farther west. 

Under our laws these express companies are common carriers like all other 
corporations and companies who carry freight for hire, and are regulated and 
governed by the same laws, and according to the laws of the United States and of 
this State, these express companies have been discriminating and making unfair 
oharges for freight from this point. Section 2637 of the Elevised Statutes of 1889, 
of Missouri, is to this effect : '*It shall be unlawful for any such common carrier to 
charge or receive any greater compensation in the aggregate for the transportation 
of like kinds of property under similar circumstances and conditions for a shorter 
than a longer distance over the same line in the same direction . *' Vide also section 
2629 of Revised Statutes, 1889, in regard to regulation of freight charges ; vide also 
chapter 104 of supplement to Revised Statutes of the United States, entitled '^An 
act to regulate commerce." This firm wrote to Mr. Wygant, general agent for 
these companies, and asked for better rates, but it seems that he failed to give any 
relief in the matter. Please write me at your earliest convenience and state what 
can be done in the premises, as these parties are large shippers and would like to 
be protected against unfair charges or rates by these companies. Any information 
that you can give will be gladly received by us. Hoping to hear from you soon in 
regard this matter, I remain, Most respectfully,

Answered April 21, as follows : 

W. B. M. Cook, Esq., Montgomery : 

* * * * There is nothing in the law regulating express charges, or placing 
express companies under the authority of this Commission. Section 2637 of the 
Revised Statutes, to which you refer, is a section of the act of July 5, 1887. 

Section 1 of that act, being Sec. 2631 Revised Statutes, declares railways to 
be public highways, and railway companies common carriers . Section 3 (Sec. 
2633 Rev. Stat.) provides that discriminating rates, charges, etc., ''shall be 
deemed and taken against such railroad company as prima facie evidence of the 
unjust discrimination prohibited by this act.'' 

Section 2635 refers to the carrier as **a railway company." Section 2636 de- 
clares that "such common carriers shall afford equal facilities for the interchange 
of trafflc between their respective lines, and for receiving, forwarding and switch- 
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ing cars, and delivering property to and from their lines," and farther, that sucb 
oommon carrier shall not be required to give the use of their tracks or terminal 
facilities to other common carriers. There can be no doubt that the words *'com- 
mon carriers," In section 2637 and in other sections of the act of 1887, refer solely^ 
to railroad companies. 

Section 2629 refers specitically to railroad corporations. An act was intro- 
duced at the regular session of the General Assembly in 1891, but failed to pass^ 
giving to the Commissioners the regulation of charges by express companies. The 
(Commissioners could have no authority under State laws in the cases you present^ 
the traffic being interstate.

Dear Sir— Not having heard from you since your visit to Biicklin, when you 
ezamined'railway crossing north of Backlin, with view of requiring railway to put 
In overhead crossing, and you having at that time expressed some doubt or uncer* 
tainty as to the CdinmissloQ having jarlsdictioQ in the m&tter, I wrote the Attor- 
ney-General for his opinion, and requested that he favor your honorable body with 
his decision, and cited him to sections 2609, 26^, 2649 and 2662 of the corporation 
act, K. S. 18S9, Vol. 1. If, after having examined the law and still entertain & 
doubt, please submit this matter to Hon. J. M. Wood, and notify me what further 
action, if any, you will take in this very— to us— important matter, and by so doings 
greatly oblige, Yours respectfully,

Answered, stating that railroad companies were required by law to 
construct and maintain good and sufficient road-crossings, and the 
manner of constructing said crossings is specified in the statute. If 
a company fails or neglects to construct such crossings, the road over- 
seer, or person having legal control or charge of road, is authorized to 
construct the crossing at cost of company. Mr. Towner, Superintend- 
ent of the A., T. & S. F. lines in Missouri, wrote the Commissioners 
that owing to financial necessities the company would not be able to 
put in an over-head crossing, as recommended by Commission, until 
1892. An over-head crossing would be far preferable in this par- 
ticular case, but the Commissioners cannot enforce an order made by 
them for such crossing. An over-head crossing is nowhere required 
by law. 

The matter of highway crossings of railroads is a very important 
one, and to which too little attention is given by the General Assembly* 
There are many very dangerous grade crossings in the State, which 
should be changed to over or under grade, and in this particular the 
Commissioners should be clothed with a reasonable discretion, and 
full power to enforce their order regarding these crossings. lu our 
opinion the law should require that in the construction of railroads in 
this State hereafter, highway crossings of railroads should be either 
over or under grade wherever practicable, and the Commissioners 
should be empowered to require the substitution of over or under- 
grade crossings for grade crossings, wherever practicable, on all exist- 
ing railroads in the State, whenever the public safety may require.

Dear Sir— Under the existing railroad law of this State, we are allowed to 
charge passengers 4 cents per mile, bat our published tariff is on a basis of about 3 
cents. Under this state of affairs, would we be allowed to charge those who neg- 
lect to purchase tickets, but pay on the train, 4 cents per mile? Kindly advise at 
your earliest convenience, and oblige, Yours truly,

Answered Jan. 27, stating the raling of the Oommissioners is in 
€ase brought against the 0., B. & Q. lines in Missoari similar to the 
one you present, that a charge as referred to in excess of regular 
charge, where tickets are purchased, is illegal.

Answered March 17, as follows : 

« » « » You can commence proceedings in any court of competent juris- 
diction to enforce the penalty provided in section 2590 for violation of the provisions 
of 2592. The Commissioners cannot bring this suit. They know nothing concern- 
ing it, and could not take It into the courts until after a formal hearing, and a 
refusal of the railroad company to comply with their order. 



April 11 — The following was received : 

St. Joseph, Mo., April 8, 1892. 
Bailroad Commissioners of the State of Missouri, Jefferson City, Mo.: 

Gentlemen— In order to protect ourselves from illegal over-charges, we wish 
to be allowed to insert the following on all the bills of lading issued at St. Joseph : 

It 1b hereby agreed and TindeTBtood that this Bhipment goeB forward from St. Joseph free of 
aU charges, except freight at actual published tariff rates. 

We do this, as back-charges follow our shipments, and the railroad company 
often have additional charges, viz., demurrage, shelling, cleaning, etc., tacked onto 
their billing, of which we have no knowledge or advice. 

These charges follow the grain to New York, and we make settlement with 
our customers in the west on the basis of tariff times the destination weight, as 
the customer cannot wait until we have the corrected expense bill. 

We wish to pay all these additional charges here in St. Joseph, so that we 
may immediately recover them from the country, and that our grain may go for- 
ward on a clean bill of lading, and not be subject to liens of which we have no 
knowledge. Yours very truly,

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Answered April 14, as follows : 

* * * * The matter is one over which this Commissloo has no jarisdiction. 
Bat there could be no valid objection to the stipulation, as no charge higher than 
regular published tariff rates should be made for the transportation of grain from 
St. Joseph to New York. Shelling or cleaning grain are not items of transporta- 
tion, and demurrage should not be charged against the consignor, as such charge, 
if legitimate, is owing to negligence of the consignee. There seems to be no rea- 
son why you should not be able to prepay your freight through to New York on a 
clean bill of lading at regular tariff rates. 



April 28 — Following was received : 

St. Louis, Mo., April 27, 1892. 
Col. J. B. BRKATHrrx, Railroad Commissioner, Jefferson City, Mo : 

Dear Sir— You will doubtless recall that about the middle of last year, on 
complaint of parties interested, the Board of Commissioners found it necessary to 
determine the rate per car which the M. K. & T. By. Co. should charge for switch- 
ing cars for the K. C. O. & S. Ry. b^ween Clinton and North Clinton, adjudging 
that $2 per car was Just and reasonable for such service. 

Until April 15, 1892, the Mo. Pac. Ry. has charged for switching cars at Boon- 
vilie from the depot to their tracks on the levee at that point $2 per car, but after 
the 15th inst. they advanced this charge to $5 per car on shipments of lumber reach- 
ing Boonville over the line of the M. K. <fc T,, and destined to points situated on 
the Missouri river reached only by boat, the lumber being switched from the line 
of the M. K. <fc T. at Boonville to the levee, in order to be loaded on boats. The 
service performed by the Mo. Pac. at Boonville is not greater than that performed 
by the M. E. A T. at Clinton, where the Commissioners fixed the rate at $2 per car. 

To instance an application of this switching charge, we will take the matter 
of rates on lumber from Hannibal to Rocheport : The through rate is made on a 
rate from Bannibal to Boonville, plus the cost of switching from the Boonville depot 
to the levee track of the Mo. Pac, plus the charge of the boat from Boonville to 
destination . An advance in this switching charge has, consequently, the effect of 
a corresponding advance in the through rate. The action of the Mo. Pac. in mak- 
ing this advance in their switching charge is, of course, to cause the lumber to be 
shipped from a point on the Mo. Pac. Ry., whereby they may secure the haul into 
Boonville as against the M. K. & T. from Uannijbal. 

We do not desire in this matter to enter any formal complaint as to this 
switching charge, but merely desire your opinion as to its justice . Will you kindly 
favor us with your views ? Yours respectfully,

similar to the one set forth in above letter, is that under ordinary cir- 
camstances two dollars ($2) per car is a reasonable charge for switch- 
ing charges, bnt that circamstances might warrant a higher charge.

1889, requires all railroads operated within the State to file their 
tariffs with the Oommissioners, and also to keep the same subject to 
public inspection at all stations ;" also that ''the tariffs filed here are a 
part of the public records, and are open at any time for the inspection 
of any one interested therein.'' 



May 12 — The following was received : 

Blmo, Mo., 5-10-1892. 
To the Hon. Board of Commissioners, State of Mo.: 

Gbntlbmbn— I would respectfuUy call your attention to the fence owned by 

the Wabash Co. in the northwest corner of Nodaway county, Mo. This fence has 

nearly rotted down, entire rods lying flat on the ground, and when any of it is put 

up, it is held In place by sticks and pieces of boards. There are no posts furnished. 

Even if there were, the boards are so decayed that lots of them could not be nailed 

on. This fence is the curse of this section of country. You might ask if we do 

not get paid for stock killed or injured ? Not always ; the proof must be positive 

if we get anything in 60 or 90 days, and then we are generally insulted some place 

in the proceedings. This fence is not only down through my place, but all through 

this part of the country. We have appealed to the company time and again ; the 

answer we get is, we have no money to build the fence. The farmers do not know 

what to do ; we are not lawyers, hence we are at a loss how to proceed. The fence 

is kept up almost entirely by farmers along the line. Will you please give this 

your earliest attention . Yours respectfully,

Dear Sir— I enclose herewith for yoar convenient reference, copy of our 
•distance tariff No. 1488, and would invite your attention to the statutory rates as 
provided for on page 10. In the first and second columns the rates on lime, salt, 
■cement and stucco are provided for in cents per barrel, but it will be seen, how- 
ever, that a maximum weight of the barrels has not been provided for. The 
accepted weights we understand to be as follows : 

Flour, 200 pounds per barrel. 

Lime, 200 pounds per barrel. 

Salt, SCO pounds per barrel. 

Cement, 300 pounds per barrel. 

Water, lime and stucco, 300 pounds per barrel. 

Our attention, however, has been called to the fact that barrels of varying 
«ize are used in transporting shipments of cement and stucco. A shipment was 
brought to our notice a few days since, of roofing cement, the barrel used In the 
transportation of which enabled the shippers to load 450 pounds per barrel. It 
is now claimed that the rates provided for under the statute would apply upon 
such a shipment. We, however, believe it was the intention in establishing 
these rates to have the items carried in the first column taken at an estimated 
weight of 200 pounds per barrel, and those provided for in the second column of 
figures at 300 pounds per barrel. 

Will yon kindly advise me if our understanding Is not correct, and also state 
if any ruling has been made by your Commission to that effect ?

The stock got on the 

road by the company having a defect fence between my pasture and the road. The 

employes of the company knew the fence was not sufficient to turn stock. First 

killing was two hogs, July 1, 1891, valued to the company at $6; the other was a 

fine horse, 16 hands high, 4 years old, Hambletonian bred, appraised by railroad 

company at $100. 1 could have cashed him for more money. This horse was killed 
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Oct. 2, 1892. The company's attorney came to me this week, and offers to adja8|. 
the matter for $75. I have refused to do so, and I ask you to do me a kindness by 
having said railroad company adjust these acts at appraisement value, and kindly 
oblige , Yours respectftilly,

Answered Oct. 27, informlDg Mr. Hill that the Commissioners had 
no jurisdiction in the case he presented, but that the law is quite 
plain in its provisions regarding the duties and responsibilities of rail- 
road companies in the matter of fencing their lines and the killing of 
live-stock. Mr. Hill was referred to sections 2611, 2612 and 2613^ 
Revised Statutes of Mo. 1889.

Second ^CompX&iuhntB aver and charge that the said railway company charges 
complainants a greater amount for the transportation of coal over its line a less dis- 
tance than the sum which it charges others for carrying coal a greater distance 
over its said railroad. 

7%ir(i— Complainants charge that said railway company discriminates against 
them by carrying coal from the points named and other points on its road to the 
city of Springfield, and to other cities and towns, a greater distance from the point 
of shipment on its road for a much less sum than it charges complainant for caf ry-^ 
ing a like or less distance. 

Fourth— Th&t the effect of the exorbitant charges and discriminations herein- 
before charged bas been to injure and depreciate complainants' business and extort 
from the private consumers of coal in the city of Springfield an unreasonable price^ 
for such coal, in consequence of the exorbitant freight rates charged by said rail- 
way company. 

Wherefore, complainants pray that your Honorable Board may cite said rail- 
way company before it to show cause why said freight rates may not be reduced to 
at least 40 cents per ton for carrying from the towns named to the city of Spring- 
field. 

And your petitioners, as in duty bound, will ever pray.

In answering the complaint filed herein, defendant admits that it owns and 
operates a railroad running through the city of Springfield and the town of Minden in 
this State, but denies that it either owns or operates a railroad running through or 
into the towns of Vista, Deepwater or North, or either of them. 

it avers the fact in that regard to be that coal and other freight from those 
places destined for Springfield, Missouri, reaches the line of this company over the 
rails of a separate and distinct company, and that the rates on freight from each of 
said three places to Springfield are joint rates made by and the earnings divided 
between said two companies. 

Defendant further answers the specific charges contained in said complaint in 
their order as follows : 

Ftrs^— Defendant denies that the freight rate on coal from the points mentioned 
in said petition to Springfield, which it admits to be $1 per ton, is unreasonable, 
and denies that it charges other parties less for like service. 

Second— h.^ to the second charge in said coniplaint, defendant avers that even 
if the statements made therein were true, they would not constitute a violation of 
any legal or equitable right of complainants, but defendant denies that the allega- 
tions thereof are true. 

Third—TYie allegations of the third charge are so indefinite that defendant 
does not understand them, or what complainants intend thereby, but, whether 
they intend to allege a discrimination by defendant against them personally as com- 
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pared with other shippers, or against them as citizens of Springfield as compared 
with citizens of other places, or whatever they intend, defendant as it now under- 
stands said charges denies the same. 

Fouri^A— Defendant denies each and every allegation of the fourth charge of 
said complaint, especially the assumption therein that it has made or fixed any 
exorbitant charges on coal destined to Springfield, and that it has discriminated 
Against either complainants or said city. 

Wherefore, having fully answered, defendant prays that said complaint be dis- 
missed .

Dear Sir— Your notice dated the 13th inst. to the effect that the complaint of 
Eaton et al. against the K. C.,F. S. &M. K. R.,on account of alleged discrimi- 
nation and exorbitant charges on coal, would be heard at Springfield on the 22nd 
Inst., was received yesterday (Sunday). Upon consultation with our freight traffic 
manager, Mr. Washburn, who has taken pains to inform himself in regard to this 
matter, and whose presence is absolutely necessary at any hearing that may be had 
upon it, I find that he has several important meetings to attend next week and the 
week following, dates for which have been appointed for some time, and which he 
•cannot postpone without serious detriment to the company's business. 

I also find that the officer next to him in the freight department, Mr. Fletcher, 
leaves tomorrow night for the south on business arranged some time ago, and will 
not be back until about the middle of next week.

sas City is 70 cents per ton.

But if the question of distance is raised to indicate unreasonableness in th& 
rate charged to Springfield, defendant denies the charge of unreasonableness, as^ 
the conditions of the service are dissimilar; and defendant avers ihat the rate 
charged from Liberal and Vista to Springfield is reasonable, and not unjust either 
to the dealers at Springfield, or to the city of Springfield. 

Fourth—The allegation that ^'they (the defendant) are discriminating and over- 
charging us" is so indefinite that defendant does not understand it, or what com- 
plainants intend thereby; but whether they intend to allege a discrimination 
against them personally, as compared with other shippers, or again Bt them as citi- 
zens of Springfield, as compared with citizens of other places, or whatever they^ 
intend, defendant, as it now understands said charges, denies tte same. 

Wherefore, having fully answered, defendant prays that said complaint be 

dismissed.

KECORD OP PROCEEDINGS AT HEA.RINGS, DEC. 6, 1893. 

In matter of complainants of Henry Eaton et al. and the Owen Coal Company 
TS. The Kansas City, Ft. Scott & Memphis Railroad Company on account of alleged 
exorbitant charges and discriminations in the transportation of coal from points 
on lines of K. C, Ft. S. & M. and K. C, C. & Springfield R. R. to Springfield. 

Springfield, Mo., Dec. 6, 1892. 

The Board met, in accordance with appointment, in parlor of Metropolitan 
hotel, at 10 o^clock a.m. 

Present— Commissioners Hennessey and Hickman and the Secretary of the 
Board . 

Complainants present. Respondents represented by I. P. Dana, attorney. 

Statements being made by complainants that it would be impossible for their 
Attorney to be present during the forenoon, there being no objection made by 
respondent, the Board took a recess until 1 o'clock p. m. 

Board met at 1 o'clock p. m. Present, the same as at the morning session. 

Complainants present with their attorney, Mr. McCammon. 

Respondents represented by I. P. Dana, their attorney. 

Mr. McCamman read complaint of Henry Eaton et al. 

It was here suggested by Commissioner Hennessey, Acting Chairman, that 
inasmuch as the complaints were similar, and against the same party, the hearing 
would be of the two complaints as one. There being no objection. It was so 
ordered. 

Answer by respondent was read . 

The Acting Chairman stated that the Board was ready to hear the evidence in 
the case. 
Henry Eaton, l)eing first duly sworn, testified as follows : 

Am engaged in coal business in Springfield. I pay 6 cents per 100 pounds for 
the transportation of coal from points on the Clinton line to Springfield, whilst the 
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rate from some points to Kansas City is 3} cents per 100 pounds. From Vista, oi» 
Clinton line, to Springfield is 70 miles, the rate being 5 cents per 100 pounds, and 
from Vista to Kansas City, a distance of 120 miles, the rate is 3} cents per lOO 
pounds. Have been 10 years in the coal business. Am not especially familiar with 
the K. C. & H. and the K. C, C. & S. roads. Think they haul full trains, over 
either road, in each direction. The effect of the high rate on coal is such that fuel 
consumers use wood in place of coal, and manufacturers are debarred from estab- 
lishing themselves here, as they otherwise would. I think that rates on coal to- 
Springfield should be as low as to Kansas City from same points. 

Cross-examination : 

I get my coal from Deepwater, on Clinton line. Have a spur track at Deep- 
water, which was put in by the K. C. & C. Co. I own the coal land from which I 
get my coal, and receive a royalty from the lease of same. I buy my coal from the- 
lessee, and pay him 7} cents per bushel, loaded on cars, being $1.87} per toii» 
Lessee sells coal at Kansas City and other points. The most of the coal handled by 
me is from Deepwater. I pay $1 per ton for its transportation. The average car* 
load is 600 bushels, being 20 tons. 

I do a retail bueiness and sell the gas company a small amount of coal. Prices- 
of coal vary, there being no fixed prices. The average price the year round is 
about 14} cents per bushel, being $3.62}^ per ton. The profit (gross) is 75 cents per 
ton, or $16 per car. The railroad gets $20 per car load for transportation. Mr. HilU 
coal dealer at North Springfield, pays same rates as I do, and pays $2 per car 
switching charges. I aim to sell my coal in small lots, at $4 per ton for a single^ 
ton, and for 20 cents per bushel in five-bushel lots, when delivered by me. 1 make 
nothing in this kind of business. Mr. Hawkins and I obtain better average prices- 
than do other dealers, our gross profit averaging $15 per car. There are in car- 
loads ten wagon-loads of 60 bushels each. I can't handle this coal for lesa than 2& 
cents per ton. There is no profit in less than $15 per car gross, as there is more- 
or less loss in weight in every car, besides the expense of handling into wagons 
and coal bins. I base my complaint of exorbitant charges on the comparative mile- 
age from like points to Kansas City and Springfield, the charges being 3} cents per 
100 pounds to Kansas City and 5 cents per 100 pounds to Springfield. Coal from 
Weir City, Kansas, comes to Springfield via the 'Frisco and Memphis lines. Batea 
to Springfield are $1 per ton from all points on either line. I handle some coali 
from Weir City. A large proportion of the coal used in Springfield comes from 
mines in Kansas. Coal going to Kansas City from Deepwater goes in a different 
direction than that going from Deepwater to Springfield. The Springfield water- 
works get their coal from Weir City via the 'Frisco line. The water- works and the 
electric light company are the heaviest consumers of coal in Springfield. 

The complaints now under consideration are made by Messrs. Hawkins, Owen 
and myself. 1 think the rates on coal from points on Kansas City and Frisco linefr 
to Springfield should be ^ cents per 100 pounds. Can't say how much reduction in 
price would be made to consumers in the event of a lower rate being established. 
Have not given this matter much consideration. Have made no money in coal 
business. My impression is that the K. C. & M. Co. suggested that a lower rate 
might be made so that consumer would know nothing about it. Wo'nt swear that 
I did not make this suggestion. Remember talking to Messrs. Sargent, Perry & 
Smythe about a lower rate. Something was said about free transportation and a. 
educed rate on coal. 
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Be-direct examination : ^ 

My estimate of gross profit was a rough estimate. There are 10 to 15 busheis- 
of slaci^ in every car-ioad. There is not over $5 profit on car-load of coal at present 
rate, when everything is considered. Waste, coat of handling and bad debts have 
to be taken into account in estimating net profits. 

X. Hawkins sworn : 

Am a coal dealer at Springfield. There seems to be a misconstruction of the- 
charge of discrimination as made in com plaint which was road. The charge means 
that the rate to Kansas City is less than that to Springfield, the distance to Kansas 
City from the coal mines being much greater than to Springfield. I think the rate 
to Kansas City is 3} cents per 100 pounds, and to Springfield is 5 cents per 100 pounds. 

The effect of the rate on consumers at Springfield is that manufacturers are 
thereby kept from establishing themselves here. Manufactories use slack coaK 
Miners sell slack coal for 60 cents per ton, and the railroads charge the same rate 
on slack as on lump coal. If coal could be furnished here more cheaply than it ia 
at present, the coal trade would be better, more coal handled , and the railroads 
would do a much better business. Business would be better for the railroads and 
dealers. 1 think the present rate on coal constitutes a discrimination against 
Springfield in favor of Kansas City. 

Cross-examination : 

I complain that coal is handled to Kansas City for 3} cents per 100 lbs., whilst 
6 cents per 100 lbs. is charged from same points to Springfield, the distance to> 
Kansas City being 120 miles and to Springfield 70 miles. I think if $1.10 per ton 
was the rate to Kansas City, that $1 per ton would still be entirely too high for rate 
to Springfield. Miners sell slack coal at 2 cents per bu. and the railroads charge 
5 cents per bu. for its transportation. I suppose same work is required in hand- 
ling slack coal by railroads as in handling lump coal. 

My charge is that the railroads charge the smaller rate for the longer distance 
on transportation of coal. I know nothing of the relative cost of transportation 
on K. C. & M. and K. C, C. & S. lines. I handle some wood. I sell one ton of 
Deepwater coal, best quality selected, for $4.25 per ton, delivered in small lots, and 
sell car-loads as received from mines at 13 cents per bu. delivered. [ pay for my 
coal at mines, same prices as paid by Mr. Eaton. There is a shortage of from 10 ta 
25 bu. o*f coal in every car-load. 

I sell some coal as high as 20 cents per bushel in small lots. My prices run 
from $3 to $5 per ton. I aim to get 14} cents per bushel after slack is estimated off. 
I charge 25 cents for delivering five bushels of coal. Have handled two or three 
car-loads of wood lately at small profit. The complaints made by the dealers are 
not especially in interest of consumer, if rates were reduced however, everybody^ 
would be benefited ; and if coal were cheaper, there would be less wood used . 

Re-direct examination : 

I think that from various causes there is a loss of from 10 to 25 bushels of coal 
in each car-load, but rate is paid on weight as billed. I sell at an average for 14^ 
cents per bushel, taking everything into consideration. I sell but few car-load lots. 
Cross-examination : 

Coal is weighed here on railroad scales, and I pay on those weights. Coal from 
the Clinton road is weighed here. I buy but little coal on the Clinton road, but if 
rate was less, would buy more. The complaint as to discrimination is made solely 
on account of the comparative rates to Kansas City and Springfield from same 
points. I went to Kansas City to talk with officials of the Memphis line concern- 
ing rates, at suggestion of Mr. White, a railroad employe. Messrs. Baton and 
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Owens also went, all with tree transportation. We met the officials, and the ques- 
tion of coal rates was talked over. As I understand it, we were offered a rate of 
^ cents per ton. Mr. Sargent made this offer at Springfield, and stated that if 
4sompromise was made, a 90-cent rate would be put in force. Mr. Owen wanted a 
lower rate and an annual pass. 

Nothing was done, however, regarding a reduced rate. Our talk was with 
Messrs. Fletcher, Perry and Forsythe. No offer or proposition regarding rate was 
made by railroad officials in Kansas City. The talk was regarding a secret or private 
rate. We wanted the lower rate for own benefit. Don't know who first brought 
up matter of reduced rate on Clinton road. 

Jas. J.Fletcher sworn: 

Am General Freight Agent Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis R. R. Deep- 
water, Vista and Normal are not on line of Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis 
railroad. The Kansas City, Clinton & Springfield railroad connects with the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis at Ash Grove on south end, andatOlathe, 
Kansas, on north end. The K. C, C. & S. railroad is not a trunk line road, and is 
neither owned, leased or occupied by any trunk line company. The receipts for 
traffic over K. C, F. S & M. and K. C. , C. & S. railroads are pro-rated between the 
two lines. The K. C, C. & S. is allowed three miles to one mile on K. C, Ft. S. 
4c M. 

From Deep water to Springfield is 92 miles ; 73 miles over K. C, C. & S. and 19 
miles over K. C, Ft. S. & M. The through rate on coal Is $1 per ton from Deep- 
water to Springfield. The division of receipts allows the Kansas City, Fort Scott 
■A Memphis railroad 8.8 cents per 'ton on this traffic. From Deepwater to Olathe 
over K. C, C. & S. is 81 miles, and from Olathe to Kansas City over K. C, Ft. S. & 
M. is 21 miles. On traffic from Deepwater to Kansas City the division to the K. C, 
C. <fc 8. Is somewhat less than on traffic to Springfield. 

The K. C, Ft.S. &M. receives $1.76 per car for hauling coal from Ash 
<3^rove to Springfield. The K. C, Ft. S. & M. brought in past year from all points 
-724 cars of coal to Springfield; same line hauled 24,194 cars of coal to Kansas City, 
being about 80 cars to Kansas City to two cars to Springfield. From the Clinton 
line were haliled 243 cars out of the 724 hauled to Springfield in all ; whilst out of 
the 24,194 cars hauled to Kansas City only 99 came from Clinton road. The rates 
are as stated, 70 cents per ton to Kansas City, and $1.00 per ton to Springfield. 
The larger portion of coal coming to Springfield is from Weir City, Kansas. The 
rate to Kansas City has no relation or bearing on rate to Springfield . We cannot 
control the rate into Kansas City. The 70-cent rate into Kansas City is largely 
owing to the Commissioners' rate from mines within a radius of 60 miles into Kan- 
sas City. This rate made a reduction on coal rates from mines on our lines into 
Kansas City absolutely necessary, or we could do no business. The rate is dis- 
tinctively a competitive rate, which we cannot avoid. The rate from the mines 
on the Clinton line to Springfield is not exorbitant. The Clinton line lacked 
$68,056 of paying its fixed charges (which are moderate) on its last year's business. 
It receives on all its through business a larger proportion of earnings per mile than 
the Memphis line. The rate from Lexington, Higginsville and Camden mines is 
^Scents per ton. These are all large shipping points. It is customary to group 
mines sending coal to same market, giving same rate to all the mines in one 
group regardless of distance. I met complainants in Kansas City and had an inter- 
Tiew with them regarding a reduction of coal rates. 

Messrs. Owens, Eaton and Hawkins came to Kansas City after complaints 
ivere made to talk over the matter complained of. Their complaint was that car- 
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load rates on coal to Springfield were too high as compared with rates to Kansas- 
City from same points. I told them they should not consider the Kansas City rate 
in connection with the SpringfleM rate, as the Kansas City rate could not aflTect 
Springfield business. They quoted figures suggesting a rate, and I told them if 
rate was reduced,prices should naturally be reduced to consumers,leaving the deal- 
ers Just where they were before. It was suggested then by them that private rates^ 
could be made of which consumers would know nothing. 1 stated this was for- 
bidden by both inter- state and state laws. Nothing was done, and parties left. 

Mr. Eaton afterward returned with Mr. Perry, and gave me to understand 
that a 00-cent rate would be satisfactory. I told him that, in the absence of Mr. 
Washburn, our freight traffic manager, I could do nothing. 

To my knowledge no proposition to reduce the rates on coal was made by any 
railroad official. Mr. Sargent was not authorized to reduce rates. 

Cross-examination : 

The Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis and Kansas City, Clinton & Spring- 
field Cos. have separate organizations. Mr. Nettleton is the general manager of 
both lines. The general officers of both lines are the same. The Clinton road is 
neither leased nor operated by the K. C, Ft. S. & M. Co. Trains run through at 
times from the Memphis line, over the Clinton line. The through *'fast freight'^ 
going north goes over Clinton line. Going south it goes over Memphis line. The 
ratio of expenses on Clinton line is not less than on K. C. & M. line, to my know- 
ledge. I do not know the bonded indebtedness of either line. 

The expense of hauling coal from mines on Clinton line to Springfield is greater 
than from same mines to Kansas City. We can haul 25 per cent more loads toward 
Kansas City than toward Springfield, by reason of difference in grades—should 
say 20 loads toward Kansas City as against 15 loads toward Springfield. This 
would increase the general cost of transportation, but cannot state just how much. 

Am not familiar with traffic arrangement between the two lines, excepting aa 
before stated. 

The car-loads referred to in my statement before made are of commercial coal 
only. Coal for company purposes is not taken into the account. 

Mr. Hill sworn : I live in Springfield. Am a coal dealer on north side. The 
tracks of tbe K. C, Ft. S. & M. R. B. do not run to North Springfield. I buy 
some coal at Deepwater. Pay 7} cents per bushel, being $2.87} per ton laid down 
at Springfield. Rate is 5 cents per 100 pounds, or $1 per ton, I also buy coal at 
Weir City, Kansas. I pay $1 per ton on all coal hauled to Springfield. I pay $2 
per car switching charges on coal transferred from K. C, Ft. S. & M. road to 
north side. There are no fixed prices for coal in Spiingfield. I sell coal at retail 
on an average of $4 per ton for Weir City coal and $4.25 per ton for Deepwater. I 
sell for a less price in car-load lots. My gross profit, not estimating cost of hand- 
ling, is $1.37} per ton on Deepwater coal, and $1.25 on Weir City coal. From thia 
must be deducted the price of delivery. In lots of less than one ton cost of delivery 
is added. Would like lower rate, of course, but am making money now with fair 
profits. I handle 200 to 300 cars of coal yearly. My average profit is $12.50 per 
car. Have sold coal for 12 cents per bushel and made money. Sold to Greene 
county for this price. My cost by reason of switching charges is $2 per car higher 
than to dealers on south side. 

Cross-examination : 

I pay $2.87} delivered at Springfield for Deepwater coal. Do not sell that coal 
at 12 cents per bushel. It costs 1 cent per bushel to handle coal in ton lots. If put 
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• 
in bin it costs 1-5 of a cent per bushel, car lots. Gars are sometimes 8hort in 
weisrht. Sometimes, if car-load is very bad, I screen the coal. By car-loads I sell 
<»oal Just as it comes, without handling, slack and all. I charge for delivery in 
small lots. I get cheaper coal at Weir City, costing $2.75 per ton laid down at 
Springfield, and 1 cent per bushel for delivery. Made an average net profit through 
year of $12.50 per car-load on 250 cars per year. Have made estimates the year 
through. I pay 6 cents per 100 pounds freight rate on all coal I receive. I have no 
«ecret or private rate. Reason I could sell coal in car lots at 12 cents at a profit is 
probably that I was able to buy it at reduced rates. 

Mitchell sworn : 

Am Division Superintendent Kansas City, Ft. Scott & Memphis railroad on 
lines west of Springfield, and also of the Kansas City, Clinton & Springfield rail- 
road. By arrangement the K. C, Ft. S. & M. runs its fast through freights going 
north over the K. C, C. ^ S. from Ash Grove to Olathe, paying 50 cents per mile 
to the K. C, C. & S., besides paying for coal and water. The grades are heavier 
than on main line, but as there is light traffic on the K. C, C. & S. and no trains to 
Interefere, time is saved. All freights south bound on K. C, C. & S. line are 
placed in K. C, Ft. 8. &M.. trains at Ash Qrove. 

The expense on K. C, C. & S. is greater than on K. C, Ft. S. & M. for num- 
ber of cars In train is less — the co3t of train service for less number of cars being 
as much on the K. C, C. & S. as for the larger number of cars on the K. C, Ft. S. 
-& M. GoiDg north on K. C, C. &. S. maximum number of loads is 16, and going: 
south 13. The heavy grades going north are fewer in number than in going south, 
thereby allowing more loads in trains going north. Cannot fix comparative cost 
of operation north and south accurately, but it is probably in proportion as 13 is to 
16. Can haul 16 loads on Memphis Hoe from Ash Grove to Springfield with same 
•engine which can haul but 12 loads on K. C, C. & S. There are heavy grades 
between Yista and Ash 9rove going south, and also at Sac river. The maximum 
load on Memphis line applies to business from Liberal. 

I think the cost of south-bound traffic on K. C, C. & S. is 20 to 23 i>er cent 
•greater than that of north-bound freight. 

Smythe sworn : 

Am Commercial Agent of K. C.,Ft. S. & M. and K. C, C. & S. railroads at 
Springfield. Remember Mr . Sargent being here in March last ; he had conversation 
with Messrs. Owen, Baton & Hawkins regarding coal rates. No proposition re- 
garding a reduction in rate was made on part of railroad company, but a proposi- 
tion was submitted by Messrs. Eaton and Hawkins of a 90 cent rate from Yista, 
provided an annual pass was included. Owen held out for an 87} cent rate and 
iinnual pass. The propositions were not accepted, for I had no authority to accept. 
Have been eight years with K. C, Ft. S. <&; M. In freight department. 

Cross-examination : 

I spoke to Messrs. Hawkins and Eaton relative to going to Kansas City. The 
object of invitation to go to Kansas City was in order that they might state their 
grievances to the traffic manager with a view to a compromise. The matter was 
talked over between Messrs. Owens, Eaton and Hawkins, at Mr. Parry's office. Con- 
versation was in a general way. There was no writing or written propositions. I 
do not think I made any request that a proposition for reduced rates be made. Mr. 
Sargent told parties he had no authority to make any reduction or compromise, 
but would refer any proposition they might make to the officials at Kansas City. 
I know nothing as to the character of message or messages sent to Kansas City by 
Mr. Sargent after talk with parties named. 
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Whereupon the Board adjoarned, reserving their findings in the 
matter until after filing of briefs by attorneys.

The K. C, Ft. S. & M. B. R. Co. 

Before the Honorable Bailroad Commissioners of Missouri. 

1. 

It is admitted by the respondent that there is a discrimination between rates 
•charged for freight consigned to Springfield and that consigned to Kansas City. 
Discrimination between localities is illegal. 

8 Am. & Kng. Enc. of Law, page 956. 

Rates and charges now unTeasonably high of themselves can be so adjusted 
In their relation to each other as to give undae preference and unreasonable advan- 
tage. If trade and business is diverted from one locality to another, such preference 
and discrimination is not made lawful or excused by the fact that they are not vol- 
untary, but result from competition between carriers. 

8 Am. & Eng. Enc. of Law, page 956. 

The testimotiy shows that lower rates of fuel are necessary to Springfield as 
« manufacturing center, and that high rates, to a great extent, forbid and prevent 
manufacturing here. 

Our statute directly forbids any discrimination between localities. 

Rev. Stats. 1889, section 2636. 

11. 

There is no controversy as to the fact that the respondent charges 5 cents per 
100 lbs. from Vista to Springfield, a distance of 70 miles ; that it charges 3} cents 
per 100 lbs. from Vista to Kansas City, a distance of 120 miles. This Is shown by 
-expense bills ( hereto attached ), which show the ^respondent making the charge 
directly, as due to it, not partly due it and partly due to the K. C, C. & S. R. R. 
-Co. as back charges. 

Section 2629, Rev. Stats., provides that no railroad company doing business in 
this State shall, direcfcly or indirectly, charge or collect for the transportation of 
goods, merchandise or property on its said road for any distance any larger or 
greater amount as toll or compensation, than is charged or collected for the trans- 
portation of similar quantities of the same class of goods, merchandise or property 
over a greater distance upon the same road, etc.

The respondent seeks to evade, however, the consequences of its illegal discrimi- 
nation against Springfield in its violation of the statute in charging a greater 
amount for transportation to Springfield than it charges for transportation over a 
greater distance upon the same road to Kansas City, by pleading that it does not 
make such a charge, bni that it charges for transportation ftrom Vista to Spring- 
field only a small part of the entire amount charged, being from Ash Grove to 
Springfield. But the testimony shows that the K. C, C. & S. R. R. Co. has the same 
officers as respondent ; the same president ; the same general manager ; the same 
freight and traffic managers ; the same man as division superintendent has charge 
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of both roads west of Sprinfiffield; and, as before sugnrested, the expense bills show 
a direct charge on the part of the respondent and in its favor for the transportation 
of coal from Vista to Springfield; it is not divided, a part of it being for transporta- 
tion from Ash Grove to Spriogfield, and the remainder charged in collection as back 
charges from Vista to Ash Grove, but it is all included in one item and goes to tho 
same treasurer, and the same is true with regard to expense bills to Kansas City. 
The fact, if it is a fact, that after it is paid into respondent's treasury it is then 
separated and by its treasurer paid into separate accounts, cannot affect its viola- 
tion of statute nor excuse the collection in one item and for its own benefit, as 
far as the expense bills show, it having charged and collected it in violation of tho 
statute, section 2629. It is immaterial what it afterward did with the money, in 
what accounts it was kept, or how it was divided, and such division or crediting 
the same on some other account after it was paid into its hands is a matter of no 
moment or consequence in this proceeding. Having collected the money, of course 
it was within its power to do whatever it chose with it. To permit such a defense 
would be to enable every railroad company in the State to evade the plain provi- 
sions of law by having some part of its road in the condition which ref pondent 
claims the Clinton branch is ; with the same officers, the same management, and 
the money illegally collected go into its treasury, and thus enable it to do indirectly 
what the statute forbids it to do, either directly or indirectly. 

We submit that on the testimony in this case the respondent has been shown 
to have violated sections 2629 and 2636, and the action of the Comftiissioners should 

be to relieve the petitioners herein .

In the matter of the complaint of Henry Eaton and others, coal dealers at Spring- 
field, Missouri, 

against 

The Kansas City, Fort Scott & Memphis Railroad Company. 

To the honorable Board of Railroad Commissioners of the State of Missouri : 

I am just in receipt this morning, Dec. 12, of a brief and argument which Mr» 
McCammon states he has sent to your Board, and I desire to say a few words in 
reply thereto. 

Mr. McCammon states, first, that the railroad company admits that there is a 
discrimination between rates charged for freight consigned to Springfield and that 
consigned to Kansas City. He is incorrect in so stating. We have not admitted 
that there is any such discrimination, or that the defendant railroad company dis- 
criminates between any localities. In fact, we deny that there Is any such discrim- 
ination. This is the first time in the history of these complaints, as I recollect it, 
that complainants have alleged or charged that they were complaining of a dis^ 
crimination in favor of Kansas City and against Springfield. That is not, as I 
understand it, the question in this case. 

The first question in this case is whether or not, under all the circumstances, 
the complainants have shown that the rate of $1 per ton on coal from Deep water 
and Vista to Springfield is an unreasonable one. 

Let us consider for a moment this charge of discrimination. I did not under- 
stand that there was or is any claim made in behalf of complainants that the coal 
business in Springfield is any less in volume, or any less remunerative, because the 
rate from Deepwater and Vista to Kansas City is 70 cents per ton. The evidence 
certainly does not support any such claim, but tends to show that such a claim 
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wouldnotbe well founded, for it appeared in evidence before the Commissioners 
at Springfield that while, during the year ending June 30, 1892, only 99 cars of coa> 
were shipped to Kansas City from Deepwater and Vista, during the same period more 
than 200 cats were shipped to Springfield. If the difference between the rates frooft 
those points to Kansas City and Springfield had been a discrimination against 
Springfield, and in favor of Kansas City, the result inevitably would have been an 
increase of business to Kansas City at the expense of Springfield, whereas the tes- 
timony shows that the result was exactly the reverse. Hence, as a matter of fact^ 
it appears affirmatively in testimony that these dlffierences in charges have no effect 
upon the comparative amount of business done at Kansas City and at Springfield — 
at least no effect adverse to Springfield. ' 

We do not deny that under some circumstances discrimination between locali- 
ties is illegal, but we claim that no comparison can properly be made between 
Kansas City and Springfield on which to base any discrimination. In the first 
place, they occupy entirely different positions, both geographically and otherwise* 
They are 200 miles apart, and they are not competitors so far as the coal business is 
concerned, in any sense. One is a city of 200,000 or more inhabitants, the other 
has possibly one-tenth of that number. The testimony before the Commissioners 
showed that, during the year I have named, nearly 25,000 car-loads of coal were 
taken to Kansas City over defendant's road, whereas only about 700 were taken to 
Springfield* 

The Interstate Commerce Commission has given its exclusive attention to 
questions similar to that of discrimination, and in the case of Lincoln Creamery 
against U. P. R'y Co., 3 Int. St. Com. Repts., page 794, held as follows: 

Where no diBcriminatlon is alleged « either as between different points of production tributary^ 
to the same market, or on account of disproportionate rates on different kinds of traffic similar in- 
character and volume, it must affirmatlyely appear that the charges complained of are unreason- 
able and ought to be reduced. Comparison with rates in other localities, where different conditions 
and modifying circumstances are found, Is not enough to establish the unreasonableness of the rat»^ 
assailed. We are constrained to hold that the burden of proof has not been overcome in this caae^ 
and that we are not warranted in requiring lower rates for the transportatiou in question. 

It appears further that the charges complained of are common to a considerable area of coun- 
try and to numerous towns of importance at an equal or greater distance from Denver, and ar& 
maintained by sll the roads whose lines extend into that territory. The question presented by the- 
complainant affects, therefore, many localities and interests which are not represented in this pro- 
ceeding. The Investigation made by us furnishes no sufficient reason, as we conceive, for interfer- 
ing with a system of rates establiBhed by a number of roads and common to many communities. 

I respectfhlly submit that this decision just quoted is applicable in every 
respect to the case now under consideration, even If there was a charge made and 
testimony tending to support a charge of discrimination. 

If there was a discrimination in favor of Kansas City and against Springfieldf 
in regard to the rates from Vista and Deepwater, the result of it has been, a» 
appears from testimony, to cause more coal to be shipped to Spriogfield than la 
shipped to Kansas City. 

This seems to me to be a complete answer to any charge of discrimination. 

The Commission will doubtless bear in. mind how the rates on coal to Kansa» 
City have been fixed, and what controlling circumstances led the Commission ta 
fix them as they did. 

Mr. McCammon further states in his argument that the testimony showed 
that lower rates on fuel are necessary to Springfield as a manufacturing center , 
and I respectfully submit that there was not a word of testimony to that effect » 

B— 8 
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unless the opinion expressed by one of the witnesses, that *' If they conld have lower 
rates on coal there might be more manufacturing done there,'' can be considered 
fiuch testimony. We do not think It can be fairly so considered . 

If those manufacturers now doing business at Springfield have any feeling that 
the coal rate is too high and they certainly mast know more about it than any- 
body else, It would have been an easy matter to have brought in as witnesses 
representatives of the mills, of the foundries, of the water-works, of the electric 
light works ; not one was there to testify. No one testified in favor of complain- 
ants except two of the complainants themselves, the other one, Mr. Owen, being 
tLbsent from town . 

The Secretary of the Commission took fhll notes of the testimony, and doubt- 
less those members of the Board who were present will remember substantially 
what was said, and they certainly will remember that both the complainants who 
testified admitted that the complaint was made solely in their own interest as 
dealers; that they did not intend to reduce the price of coal to consumers, and 
would have preferred to have the reduced rate made secret, and to have been fur- 
nished transportation, so that the consumers of coal in Springfield would have no 
ground to ask for a reduction in the price, and the other dealers would not have 
known of the additional profit which these complainants were making in their 
business. 

The Commission will also remember the testimony of Mr. Hill, a coal dealer 
in Springfield, who paid for his coal delivered to him at Springfield the same price, 
including freight charges, that complainants paid, and then paid $2 a car to have 
it switched to North Springfield, and who testified that he thought that on an 
Average he had cleared above all expenses and costs in the neighborhood of $12. fK) 
on each car of coal he handled ; also, that he said the rate of $1 per ton was a fair 
one, and he had nothing to complain of In regard to it. 

Nothing would have been easier, if the large consumers of coal in Springfield 
were paying too much to the railroads for freight, than to have secured their testi- 
mony in their own town at the hearing last week ; but no one was there to testify 
to that effect, except these two dealers who wanted a reduction In the freight rate ; 
not for the purpose of selling cheaper, but so that they could make more profit in 
handling the coal. 

it will be remembered that they admitted that they sold their coal at an aver- 
age of $15 per car more than it cost them delivered in Springfield, out of which $15 
they only paid the cost of handling in the city, the rest being profit. 

The two railroad companies hauling a car-load of coal from Deepwater or 
Vista to Springfield received only $20 per car-load of 20 tons, out of which they had 
to pay all the expenses of handling, hauling, maintenance of track, and all other 
fixed charges properly chargeable to such an amount of traffic. 

We think that if the testimony established anything, it did establish the fact 
that there is no equity in this complaint, and that It is made, not in behalf of the 
general public, but for purely selfish reaEons by two dealers. 

Now as to whether there was any testimony showing that the rate com- 
plained of was unreasonable : In the case of Business Men's Association against 
Railroad Co., 2 Int. St. Com. Repts. 41, the Interstate Commerce Commission held 
that in determining the "reasonableness and justness of any freight rate made by 
any railroad company, all the surrounding circumstances and conditions must oe 
considered, as well as the rights of the shipper." 

^gain, in the case of the same complainant against another railroad company, 
3 Int. St. Com. Repts., p. 48, that Commission decided as follows : 
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Gompaiisons of ratee obarged by railroad cempaniea under clrcnmstanoeB and conditions snb- 
«tantially diBsimilar, really prove notbing, and cannot be adopted as Btandards in arriving at tbe 
TeaBonablenesB and justneBB of tbe rates. 

Exceptional cases of rates made lower tban otber rates by a carrier on one portion of its line 
"by the action of a competitor, and in which it is without fanlt itself nader the operation of the act 
to regulate commerce, cannot be adopted as the standard as to other rates npon a far distant por- 
tion of its line, where no such exceptional conditions exist, and the reasonableness of its rates 
must be determined by altogether dilferent considerations. 

If, as that body decided, a rate made exceptionally low in consequence of -the 
Miction of a competitor could not be used in comparison with a higher rate on a 
different portion of the line, certainly when, as in the case of coal rates at Kansas 
Oity, too low a rate is imposed by the Board of Railroad Commissioners in conse- 
•quence of the peculiar surroundings and situation, such rate cannot justly be used 
as a basis for comparing rates on another portion of a railroad, where the circum- 
stances are entirely different. 

Furthermore, it was in evidence that the greater portion of the coal used in 
Springfield is obtained from points in Southwestern Kansas, to which the 'Frisco 
Toad has access as well as defendint's line. It goes, of coarse, without saying, 
4;hat if the rates from Deepwater and Vista to Springfield are reduced, tie rates 
from these Kansas points will also be reduced, or else an injustice done, in order to 
keep business from these points. 

The rates from all the points sending coal to SprlngfieldPhave been fixed at the 
fiame figure. This is in accordance with what the courts and railroad commission- 
•ers generally have recognized as being a necessary and proper practice : that is, the 
grouping of rates from a number of points tributary to the same market, even 
•though the distances are not all the same, where the rate is one upon a commodity 
of general use. 

For instance, in the case of Howell against the R. R. Co., 2 Int. St. Com. 
Repts. 162, that Commission decided that the " practice of making a uniform rate 
upon milk destined for daily consumption in New York City from all stations 
within a distance of $00 mUea was not, under the circumstances, an unjust discrimi- 
nation in favor of a more distant point as against those near the common terminus.'' 

And in Rend against R. R. Co., same volume, p. 313, that body held that 
grouping of rates might properly be made from a large number of mines, practically 
composing coal mining district extending across the state of Illinois, and further 
held: 

The qnestion of relative injustice must be viewed upon broader grounds than a mere balanc- 
ing of one rate against another. A reduction which will throw into confusion an adjustment 
-of rates over a large section of country, which are not claimed to oe unreasonable of themselves, 
«hould not be redaced without a clear right thereto exists under some direct provision of the law. 

This last decision seems to me particularly applicable to the facte of this case. 

To the same effect, and even stronger, is the case of Imperial Coal Company 
against R. R. Co., same volume, p. 436. 

In the second and third part of his brief Mr. McCammon attempts, as I under- 
stand, to seek to evade former holdings of the Commission in regard to rates on 
Class C roads. He does this by a misinterpretation of the expense bills, which I 
have not seen, but which I suppose to be as he represents them, and under a mis- 
take in regard to the practice in regard to division of charges. The fact that the 
expense bills paid by the plaintiffs for freight charges on their coal did not show a 
separate item of back charges is no evidence at all of the relation between the 
defendant company and the Clinton Railway Company. 
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If this point had been mentioned before the Board, and the latter had expreseed 
a desire to have it explained, our general freight agent would have made it clear. 
The fact is that it is the universal practice in the case of hauling freight over two 
^ines of railroad, where there is a through billing arrangement between the roads 
owning the lines, to have the through charge alone appear on the expense bill. For 
instance, the defendant company has such an arrangement with the Rock Island 
Company, and with other companies running west, north and east .from Kansas 
City, and it way-bills freight from points on its line through;to Wichita, to Chicago, 
to Omaha, to St. Paul, as well as other places under this arrangement, with con- 
necting lines, and the rate is a single through rate, the divisions being known only 
to the participants, and not to the public ; and in all such cases the expense bill 
shows the through rate, with no back charges or local charges separately stated ^ 
exactly as I presume the expense bills paid by complainants at Springfield showed. 

Furthermore, when freight is prepaid from one point to another, no matter 
how many lines it may pass over, the divisions between the connecting lines are 
almost never shown on the bill of lading given to the shipper (in such cases, of 
course, the consignee has nothing to pay, the freight having been prepaid). This 
fact as to the way the charges appear on the expense bill is no indication of any 
unusual or close relation between the defendant company and the Clinton company. 
There is no dispute in the testimony as to what that relation is, and I take it if 
there is a Class C road in the State of Missouri, the Clinton Railway Company has 
been plainly shown to be one. it is simply a local feeder for the defendant company. 

I understand that the construction given our statutes by the Commissioners 
has been that they had no right to interfere with rates on Class C roads. We 
claim, however, that, even if the Clinton company was made a defendant to this 
complaint, as well as the Fort Scott company, and even if there was any question 
as to the power to regulate the rates and fix the rates and divisions as to both of 
them, still there is an absolute failure in this case of proof ehowing or tending to 
show that the rate complained of is an unreasonable one. And this is so for the 
reasons which I have already stated, and which were urged at the time of the oral 
argument, among which the Commission will remember was the fact that the Clin- 
ton road, in spite of the large divisions it gets out of traffic brought to the Ft. 
Scott road by it, has never been able to pay Its fixed charges. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission, in their report made to the United 
States Senate, at the request of that body for an investigation into the matter of 
alleged excessive freight rates on food products of the West, held that *^ in fixing 
reasonable rates the requirements of operating expenses, bonded debt, fixed 
charges, the dividend, the capital stock, the total traflSc, are all to be considered."^ 

We respectfully submit that the complainants have failed to make out a case 
for the interference of your Honorable Board.

Hon. David E. Francis, Governor of Missouri : 

As required by law, the Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners 
herewith submit their report of the operations of the Grain Inspection 
and Warehouse Department of Missouri for the year ending December 
31, 1892, for the details of which operation you are respectfully referred 
to the accompanying reports of the Chief Inspector and Warehouse 
Registrar. 

The work of the department during the year 1892 has been well 
performed, and its management has given general satisfaction. 

We desire to strongly indorse the recommendations of the Regis- 
trar regarding the weighing of grain under State control, and also as 
regards the registration of warehouse receipts. The question as re- 
gards the authority of the Board in the inspection of grain at Kansas 
City has not yet been decided by the Supreme Court. The case was 
finally argued and submitted November 14 last, and a decision is confi- 
dently expected at the next session of the Court. It is hoped that this 
decision may clearly define the intention of the law regarding inspection 
of grain, under conditions such as govern at Kansas City, or at all 
events point out any deficiency in the law, so that the proper amend- 
ments may be enacted.

REPORT.

To the Honorable^ the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commission- 
ers, Jefferson City, Mo. : 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit herewith the third 
annual report of this Department, embracing its transactions for the 
year ending December 31, 1892, the tabulated statements accompanying: 
it showing in detail the work of the Department, together with its 
earnings and expenditures. 

Exhibit "A " shows the inspection on arrival of all grain received 
during each month of the year, at St. Louis, Kansas City and St. Jo- 
seph, respectively. 

It will be observed that our work at Kansas City was confined 
practically to the month of January, with a few cars during the months 
of Feburary and March. The private elevator interests at Kansas 
City, controlled by parties opposed to public inspection, combined to 
defeat the law by appointing their own inspectors in Feburary, 1892» 
notifying this Department at the same time to desist from opening and 
entering all cars consigned to them or any of them on and after the 
ninth day of Feburary, 1892, on the plea that there were no public 
warehouses doing business under the law in Kansas City. Your hon- 
orable Board at once instituted quo warranto proceedings against all 
of said parties, including their private inspectors, which said suit is 
now pending in the Supreme Court of this State. Upon the submission 
of said cause to the Supreme Court, by your direction, I closed up the 
office at Kansas City and withdrew our inspectors. 

It is sufficient to say, however, whatever the motive which actuated 
this attack, if it results in a better understanding of the object of the 
grain laws, and accomplishes such changes in the same which have 
been advocated by the Department, requiring such legislation as is 
needed to'perfect the system and produce the most beneficial results^ 
then any further inquiry into the motives which prompted it can well 
be waived.

Exhibit ''B" shows the number of bushels and sacks of each kind 
of grain received by river during each month of the year. There was 
quite a perceptible falling off in the receipts of sack grain as compared 
with those of the preceding year, which was owing largely to the 
damage caused by the overflow of the Missouri and Mississippi rivers 
in the territory tributary to this market. 

Exhibit "C" shows the inspection from store during each month 
of the year. The balance in store in our public warehouses now being 
5,431,954 bushels, has been the same substantially for the last three 
months, making it almost impossible for the warehouses to store any 
more grain on account of their limited capacity, thereby diverting and 
causing a great deal of grain consigned to St. Louis to be re-shipped 
to East St. Louis, 111., for storage in elevators located there and owned 
and controlled by the St. Louis United Elevator Company. The 
inspection of grain into and out of the elevators in East St. Louis, 111., 
is under the supervision of private inspectors appointed by the Mer- 
chants' Exchange of St. Louis. 

Notwithstanding the condition of our public warehouses at St» 
Louis, and the overflow of the Mississippi river during the months of 
April, May and June, making five out of our seven public warehouses 
inaccessible for the transaction of business, the receipts at St. Louis 
increased 2157 cars. 

There were inspected on arrival at St. Louis 39,634 cars of grain, 
of which 30,004 cars wen*"; into store, and the balance, 9630 cars, were 
inspected on track. At St. Joseph there were inspected on track 
6146, and at Kansas City 2696 cars of grain. The character of the 
winter wheat crop was only a fair average as to quality, the inspections 
showing that the proportion which graded No. 2 Bed Winter wheat was 
hardly up to the average of the preceding year, which can, to a great 
extent, be attributed to the unusually heavy rains in this latitude dur- 
ing all of last spring; yet 50 per cent of the car and sack wheat, 80 per 
cent of corn and 48 per cent of oats received at St. Louis during the 
year inspected and graded No. 2. 

It will be seen that during the year 48,476 cars, 831,522 sacks and 
98,868 bushels of bulk grain in canal boats were inspected, making our 
total receipts 38,335,108 bushels of grain. Average number of bushels 
of all kinds to the car, 750. 

Exhibit "D" shows the financial condition of the Department, its 
receipts and disbursements for each month of the year. 

While the efficiency of the Department has been maintained in 
every respect, great care has also been exercised to avoid keeping 
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more force than was absolutely necessary to do the work promptly 
and correctly. The office of Treasurer was, by your honorable Board, 
on the 28th day of July, upon the recommendation of the Chief 
Inspector, abolished on the ground that the position was unnecessary 
and expensive, and that the D&pirttnent could not maintain it. The 
duties of the position are now performed by the Chief Inspector, at no 
extra expense to the Department. 

There are now employed in the various branches of the Department 
17 persons at St. Louis and St. Joseph, as follows : One Chief In- 
spector, one Chief Deputy, six Assistant Inspectors, four helpers, 
one Registrar and four clerks, showing a decrease in the force from 
the preceding year (Kansas City excepted) of five persons. Individ- 
ual complaints have likewise been less than in the preceding year, owing 
principally to an increased knowledge on the part of the public as to 
our grades and standards, as well as an increased experience on our 
own part. Eeinspections were called on 25 cars out of a total of 
48,476 inspected. The origlual grade was sustained in 15 cases and 
changed in 10 cases. There were but eight appeals made to the Arbi- 
tration Committee from the decisions made under reinspection. The 
inspection was by the committee sustained in five cases and reversed 
in the remaining three cases. The almost entire absence of appeals 
warrants the conclusion that the adjustments made by my Chief 
Deputy, Mr. J. A. Miller, in his work of supervision, have been almost 
entirely satisfactory. Complaints are made frequently by shippers of 
weights at terminal points, and in a measure shippers are sometimes 
responsible for this. They should refuse to accept and load their 
grain in old worn-out cars, yet some shippers are so careless and in- 
different that they accept any kind of a car sent to them, and the result 
is that a great deal of grain is lost in transit and scattered along the 
track of our railroads. However, I trust the next Legislature will en- 
act a law in response to a strong demand throughout the State, provid- 
ing for the establishment for State weighing in connection with State 
inspection at terminal points. It will not only have the effect of giv- 
ing shippers more confidence in weights at terminal points, but like- 
wise remove an element of uncertainty from the records of the Reg- 
istrar and the certificates of the Chief Inspector. 

The annual report of Mr. Dan^l O'C. Tracy, State Warehouse 
Registrar, herewith filed, gives in detail the receipts and shipments of 
all kinds of grain into and out of the public warehouses at St. Louis 
during the year. Your attention is respectfully called to his recom- 
mendations and suggestions, in all of which I concur and approve. 
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In conclnsioD, I take pleasure in stating that the Inspectors and 
employes now on the force have without exception discharged their 
very responsible duties conscientiously and in a satisfactory manner 
to all concerned. Eespectfully submitted.

REPORT OF WAREHOUSE REGISTRAR. 



St. Louis, Mo., December 31, 1892. 
To the Honorable, the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners^ 

Jefferson City, Mo, : 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to submit herewith the third 
annnal report of this office, for the year ending December 31, 1892. 

The total amount of grain received into store during the year was 
22,688,109 bushels, and the total shipments during the same period of 
time were 20,691,743 bushels. 

The number of cars received into store in the city of St. Louis 
during the year was 30,004. 

When the numerous untoward events which have occurred during 
this memorable year of 1892, and which have so manifestly operated 
against the grain trade of St. Louis, are considered, the receipts and 
shipments of grain during that period of time, as shown in the appended 
tables, should be a source of gratification to all who are interested in 
the welfare of this great city and State. 

During the months of April, May and June, 1892, owing to inces- 
sant rain-storms, etc., the Missouri and Mississippi rivers and their 
tributaries rose to a height seldom known to the oldest inhabitants, 
overflowing hundreds of thousands of acres of the finest wheat lands 
in the Mississippi and Missouri valleys, and destroying millions of 
bushels of wheat — a large proportion of which would have been 
shipped to this market. Again, an apparently more than average crop 
of wheat in several European countries, as well as in our own, together 
with a somewhat hostile spirit manifested against us by some of said 
countries which have heretofore been our best customers, owing to 
their opposition to our tariff laws, has left us without a market for our 
grain, except such an one as is afforded by home consumption. 

Thus at the very openiug of the corn season — and it has continued 
«o, more or less, ever since — we found our elevators filled to their ut- 
most capacity with wheat, which was offered for sale at the lowest 
price per bushel in the history of St. Louis as a grain market. 
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This being the case, little or no warehouse room was left for new 
corn, and as a matter of conrse the elevators and railroad yards were^ 
soon blockaded with grain-laden cars, many of which, though consigned 
to St. Louis, were taken to the east side of the river and unloaded* 
Under these and other circumstances, St. Louis has been deprived of 
hundreds of thousands of sacks and thousands of cars of grain that 
otherwise would have found a market here. Over the floods and ele- 
ments, which are directed by a divine Providence alone, we can have 
no control ; but in the other matters to which I have referred, it seems to 
me that the producer, the dealer, the consumer, and all others 
nterested in the raising and handling of grain, should unite, and with 
one common effort endeavor to have all impediments to these, their 
vital interests, speedily removed. 

The following will show the average number of bushels per car of 
each kind of grain received from cars during the year : 

Wheat 621 bushels. 

Corn 672 " 

Oats 1,108 '• 

Rye 589 " 

Barley 758 '* 

APPEALS. 

As evidence of the careful and effective work of the Inspection 
Department, there were only eight appeals taken from the decisions of 
said Department to the Arbitration Committee — the inspection beings 
sustained in five cases, and the grade raised or lowered by the com- 
mittee in three cases. 

aBAIN IN STOBE. 

The entire stock of grain in store in the city of St. Louis at the 
close of the year ending December 81, 1892, was 5,431,954 bushels, an 
increase of 2,005,504 bushels over the amount in store December 31, 
1891. 

BBGISTBATION. 

The percentage of registered receipts, while somewhat better than 
at the date of my last annual report, is still so small as to materially 
interfere with the effectiveness of the work of this office, and I would 
reiterate my remarks upon this subject at that time : that it is a matter 
of the utmost importance that this office should be informed as soon 
as possible after the reception into the warehouse of the same, of the 
name of the consignee, receipt number, and other information contained 
in the body of a receipt or every car-load or any other lot of grain 
unloaded from any railroad car, steamboat, wagon or other means of 
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-conveyance, unloaded at any of the pablic warehouses operating under 
the grain inspection laws of this State. 

The Warehouse Registrar's duties are confined to the keeping of 
accounts with the warehouses and the holders of grain receipts. Yon 
will therefore readily perceive the difficulties that officer experiences 
when such important data as the name of the holder and the number 
of the receipt are withheld from him, as is the case when the receipts 
are not registered. 

I will therefore repeat the statement that in my opinion the only 
way to insure a full registration is by the enactment of such laws as 
will make registered receipts only negotiable. 

Another matter referred to in my last report was the one in rela- 
tion to the periodical weighing of all grain in store at least once In 
-each year, and furnishing the Registrar with an attested statement of 
the same as a basis for his accounts, or to provide that all such weigh- 
ing shall be done by or under the supervision of the Grain Inspection 
Department, and is of such importance that I think it should be acted 
upon by your honorable body as soon as practicable. 

As stated in my last report, the market prices of grain are largely 
regulated by the amount of the same in store at the different great 
business centers of a country. It naturally follows that the producer, 
the dealer and everybody concerned are benefited by a perfectly 
Accurate system of arriviug at the actual amount of grain in all public 
warehouses. 

The present law provides for an iuspection of grain by sworn and 
bonded officers, and prescribes both civil and criminal liabilities for a 
wrongful discharge of their duties, thereby creating a feeling of public 
•confidence, which is plainly perceptible in the large increase of busi- 
ness in the city of St. Louis since said law went into effect. But the 
object aimed at by the law-makers — viz ; the protection of the pro- 
-ducer of the grain —is only half accomplished when it guarantees to 
him a fair and accurate means of determining the quality, but fails to 
provide the necessary means whereby the quantity, or weight, of the 
same property may be ascertained to his entire satisfaction. I deem it 
but proper to state in this connection that the officers of the various 
-elevator companies of the city of St. Louis have treated this office 
with uniform courtesy, and have most cheerfully furnished such reports 
AS the present law directs, and by ^careful comparison with our books 
we find them generally correct. 

The tabular statement appended hereto shows the business in 
detail of this office during the past year. 
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The fact that no complaints have come to oar knowledge we take 
to be a fair indication that the work of the Department has met with 
the approbation of its patrons, and that they have confidence in its 
efficiency. 

In conclasion, it affords me pleasure to state that the gentlemen 
composing the clerical force of this office have been upon all occasions 
not only courteons and polite, but also thorong^hly diligent and effi- 
cient in their several duties, and to them is largely due whatever 
degree of efficiency has been attained by this office. Hence I ask for 
them a continuance of your official favor.

DECISION OF THE SUPREME COURT 



IK THE 



KANSAS CITY GRAIN INSPECTION CASE 



Keferred to in report of Chief Inspector hereinbefore. 



In the Supreme Court of Missouri, \ 
In Banc— October term, 1892. j 

The State of Missouri, at the relation of John 
M. Wood, Attorney-General, Relator, 
against 
L. O. Smith et ai., Respondents. 

OPINION. 

This is a proceeding by qiu> warranto^ Instituted in Division No.l of this Court, 
and by that Division referred to the Court in Banc and argued at this term. The 
information charges that the defendants, Walker and Wagoner, by virtue of an 
appointment and employment by the Commercial Exchange of Kansas City, have 
usurped and intruded into the offices of assistant inspectors of grain at Kansas 
.City, and the privileges, franchises and emoluments thereof, and claim the right so 
to do, to the damage and prejudice of the authority of the State. 

That there is shipped daily to said city, and there sold and bought, and shipped 
from said city, by citizens of this and other states who are not members of said 
Commercial Exchange, nor in any way connected therewith, large quantities of 
grain, amounting annually to many millions of bushels, thereby making said city 
one of the chief grain markets of the country, and that all or nearly all of the 
grain shipped to or from said city is received, bought, sold, stored, shipped, or in 
some way handled and controlled while there, by the members of said Commercial 
Exchange. 

That the grade of such grain and the dealings and bargains of said grain dealers 
of Kansas City with persons shipping to and selling or buying grain on said market 
are based upon a certificate of inspection issued by an inspector of grain in said city, 
and the grade of such grain determines and fixes its price and value, so that it is of 
great public importance that the inspection of grain in said city should be con- 
ducted by impartial inspectors appointed under and as provided by law. 

That in the month of November, 1889, there were at said Kansas City, and yet 
are, pubic warehouses for the reception, storage and handling of grain, and the Board 
of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners of the State of Missouri, being cognizant 
of that fact, andrecognizing;the importance of Kansas City as a grain market, and 
the interest of the public in having proper and fair inspection of grain there, by 
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authority of law declared said Kansas City a grain inspection district, and estab- 
lished a proper namber and standard of grades for the inspection of grain, and 
established and have ever since maintained, and do now maintain, an inspection 
office in^said city, and duly appointed assistant inspectors of grain for said inspec- 
tion district, and have at all times since kept, and do now keep, at said city, duly 
■appointed qualified assistant inspectors of grain in said city, viz.: John Martin 
and John W. Harmon, who are public officers, for the purpose of inspecting grain 
that may be received into or shipped out of said city. 

That on or about the 26th day of July, 1890, said Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners made and adopted revised rules for the inspection of grain in 
said State and city, a copy of which is herewith filed and made pait hereof, and 
required the collection of a reasonable charge for the inspection of grain as pro- 
Tided by law. 

That it was the sole prerogative of the inspectors appointed by said Board to 
inspect all grain received into or shipped from the public warehouses of said city, 
and also all other grain in said city which the owners or those in control of the 
same desire shall be inspected , and to receive a certificate of its grade. That the 
Commercial Exchange, on or about the 8th of February, 1892, without authority 
of law, did appoint the respondents. Walker and Wagoner, inspectors of grain at 
said city, and empowered them to sign certificates of inspection, and fixed the 
charges for weighing, sampling and inspection in the aggregate at 60 cents per car. 
That by virtue of this appointment. Walker and Wagoner are inspecting grain in 
«ald city,* and receiving the receipts therefor, and the said Exchange and its mem- 
bers deny the right of the inspectors appointed by the Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners to inspect frrsAn in said city. 

The respondents waived the issuance of the writ, and made return to the infor- 
mation. 

They admit the incorporation of the Exchange, the appointment of its own 
inspectors, and defendants say that while the process of fixing the grade of grain 
Is sometimes called inspection, and the person engaged in determining the matter 
an inspector, yet in truth and in fact there is no inspection in the sense in which 
the word is used in legal parlance, nor for the purpose of determining any matter 
cognizable under the police power of the State, as applicable to the facts and mode 
of business hereinafter mentioned. 

The defendants say that it is not true that there were at said Kansas City, at 
the time of filiDg the information herein, nor for a long time prior thereto, any 
public warehouses for the reception, storage or handling of grain, nor are there 
any such public warehouses at said city at this time. The defendants say that it is 
true that about the month of November, 1889, the Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners of the State of Missouri placed at said city a number of its ap- 
pointees, called assistant inspectors, to determine the grades of grain bought and 
«old at said city, but the defendants deny that it was, or is, or ever has been, the 
•duty of the persons so appointed by said Board of Commissioners to inspect all 
grain in eaid city which the owners, or those in control thereof, desired to have 
inspected, or concerning which they desired to receive a certificate showing the 
grade thereof. On the contrary, defendants aver that when there ceased to be in 
«aid city any public warehouse, the said Board had no longer any authority to 
tippoint or continue any person to act as its employe or appointee at said city for the 
Inspection of grain, and they especially deny that said Board ever had power or 
■authority to require any person, not the keeper of a public warehouse, desiring to 
have the grade of grain determined, to resort alone to the services of said alleged 
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• 
appointees. That in November, 1889, there was at said Kansas City only one pub- 
lic warehoase for the storage of grain, known as the Inter^Ocean Elevator, the own- 
ers of which qualified as public warehousemen, in accordance with the provisions- 
of the statute in such cases made and provided, June 22, 1889. That the existence 
and qualification of said Inter-Ocean Elevator was embraced by said State Board 
of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners as furnishing authority to place assist- 
ant inspectors at Kansas City aforesaid. That the license of said Inter-Ocean 
Elevator expired in the month of May, 1890, and was not renewed, and that since 
said date there has not been a public warehouse, either licensed or unlicensed, at 
said city. 

Defendants charge that the insufficient inspection of the Board's inspectors 
was the cause of the Exchange appointing its own inspectors. 

That the said Walker and Wagoner are in every respect competent and quali- 
fied to act, and are experts well known to the business world, in whose judgment^ 
abilities and integrity there is universal confidence, and the defendants say that 
although the said Walker and Wagoner have acted for less than two months^ 
Kansas City grades aro rapidly establishing their former high repute in the markets- 
of the world, and the results to the business of KanBas City have been gratifying 
in the extreme. That at no time has there been imposed the slightest obligatioa 
on any person to employ said Exchange's appointees or to be bound by their actions^ 
but that such employment is purely voluntary, and a matter of private agreement 
between persons sui juris relative to a legitimate business trftosaction concerning ne 
one but themselves, and in nowise affected with a public interest. 

The eaid Walker and Wagoner accepted said employment and are performing^ 
labor for such persons who may choose to employ them, whether members of said 
Commercial Exchange or not, and without in the leastwise interfering with the 
doing of similar labor by others, whether appointees of said State Board, or any 
other person they may agree upon as mutually satisfactory. 

The defendants further say that the charges fixed by said State Board were 
and are 40 cents per car for inspection, while said Commercial Exchange only 
charges 25 cents per car for the same labor. The defendants also state that the 
aggregate of the fees charged by said assistant inspectors were greatly in excesa 
of the actual cost of performing their services, and constituted an unnecessary bur- 
den and tax upon commerce, both local and inter-state. That the excess collected 
above the actual cost of such services was diverted to uses and purposes entirely 
unconnected with and foreign to the matter of determining the grades of grain 
bought and sold at Kansas City, to the amount and extent of over $600 per months 

The defendants further aver that nearly all of the grain at said Kansas City ia 
either sold to merchants owning or controlling elevators, who become the pur- 
chasers and owners of grain long before the same is placed in their respective 
elevators, or by commission merchants who sell grain as factors for others, and 
without storing the same, so that the grain of different [.owners is mixed together ». 
or in such a manner that the 'identity of different lots cannot be accurately pre- 
served. That the mode of doing business at |said Kansas City, as aforesaid, has 
been adopted because the peculiar qualities and conditions of grain raised in and 
sent to said market from the State of Kansas made it absolutely necessary to da 
so, and render it impossible to operate a public warehouse at said city. 

Except as herein expressly admitted, the defendants deny generally each and 
every allegation in the relator's information contained* 

The defendants say that great quantities of grain are bought and sold at other 
points in the State of Missouri according to the grades thereof ascertained by so-^ 
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called Id spection, by and to persons owning elevators, or' engaged In business as 
merchants and factors, and that at sach points persons are engaged in earning a 
livelihood us experts in determining the grades of grain, and that no effort has 
been or is being made to interfere with the exercise of such rightful callings at 
any other point than at Kansas City, nor with such exercise by any other person 
than by those engaged in business at said city. And the defendants further state 
that many persons in said State are engaged In buying and selling articles of mer- 
chandise other than grain by a similar system of so-called inspection, had for the 
same purpose as in the case of grain, in which dealings the public has the same in- 
terest as in the matter of the dealings of these defendants, and that as to such 
other persons and commodities no Intsrference has been attempted, or is being as- 
serted, nor any such burdens placed as those undertaken to be enforced againet 
and placed upon those engaged in selling and buying grain at said Kansas City, 
thus and thereby discriminating against said last mentioned persons and the law- 
ful vocation which they are pursuing. 

So that these defendants say that any construction of the act approved June 
22, 1889, relied on by the relator herein, which will deny to these defendants the 
right to exercise a legitimate calling, private In Its character. In a lawful manner 
at said Kansas City as hereinbefore set out, and especially when exercised by them 
in the same manner as others doing the same business In a similar manner at other 
places In said State, will not only be violative of the fundamental and inalienable 
rights of those defendants as American citizens, but will also make said en«ictment 
contrary to the following provisions, among others, of the Constitutions of the 
State of Missouri and of the United States, respectively, to wit : 

I. Section 4, of article 2, of the Constitution of the State of Missouri : ^'That 
all persons have a natural right to life, liberty and the enjoyment of the gains of 
their own Industry," 

II. Section 30, of article 2, of said Constitution: *^That no person shall be 
deprived of life, liberty or property without due process of law." 

III. Section 8, article 1 of the Constitution of the United States : that ''The 
Congiess shall have power : * * * To regulate commerce * * * among the 
several states." 

IV . The 14th amendment to the Constitution of the United States : that ''No 
state shall make or enforce any law which shall abridge the privileges or Immuni- 
ties of citizens of the United States, nor Ehall any state deprive any person of life 
liberty or property without! due process of law, nor deny to any person within its 
Jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws." 

The reply is a general denial of new matter. The evidence was taken by depo- 
sitions. From this evidence. It appears that prior to 1889, grain was Inspected &t 
Kansas City under the supervision of the Kansas City Board of Trade. In 18S9,. 
the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners placed Inspectors at said 
city. It appears that only one of the elevators, the * * Inter-Ocean," ever took out 
a license as a public warehouee, and when its license expired, did not renew it. 

It is established, indeed hardly controverted, that the method of transacting^ 
the grain business at Kansas City, In all save one of the warehouses, having a 
capacity of 50,000 bushels, Is that no grain Is stored In the warehouses except that 
which belongs to the owner thereof before It enters the building. The evidence 
disclosed that a very small per cent of grain belonging to others than the proprie- 
tors has been stored in these warehouses for the purpose of obtaining a better 
market, but when sold, is bought by the proprietor of the warehouse, who had 
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made advances upon the coDBignment and had a lien thereon. The Empire ele- 
vator is one exception to this rule. The mode of doing business at that elevator is 
to rent to an applicant, upon terms to be agreed on between the parties, one or more 
special bins, into which the grain of the renting party is placed in storage. 

In this elevator there is no mixing of the grain of different owners. It does 
appear that in one case the same commission merchant represented three different 
castomers, and by their mutual consent, he placed their wheat in one bin. This, 
however, was the only case shown . 

No warehouse receipts are issued, and the identity of each man's grain is care- 
fully preserved. 

Respondents offered much evidence as to the competency of the State inspec- 
tors, and to the effect that the grade adopted by the State Grain Inspection was 
not reasonable, and was not adapted to the grain received and sold at Kansas City. 
The evidence tended to show that at least 95 per cent of the grain had come from 
Kansas and Nebraska. That it was a hard wheat, small in grain and dark in color. 
While exceedingly nutritious, it would not make a high grade of flour. It had 
-established a grade, known as *^ Kansas Hard." It found a market in the Eastern 
States and in Europe. 

Respondents also offered much evidence tending to show that mixing wheat 
was a necesBity of this market, consequently the law forbidding it should be done 
in a public warehouse practically rendered it impossible to maintain a public ware- 
house in said city. The evidence further tended to show that Kansas GUy was not 
in any sense a speculative grain market . That although it has become one of the gpreat 
grain markets of the world, it was so in the actual receipts and sales and shipments 
of grain, not in storing large quantities in great elevators, and dealing in futures 
based on these deposits. 

I. 

This action is predicated upon an act of the General Assembly of this State, 
approved June 22, 1889, and entitled ^^An act to increase the duties of the Board 
of Railroad Commissioners, changing the name of said Board, providing for the 
organization of public warehouses, and to regulate the warehousing and inspection 
of grain in public warehouses in the State of Missouri." By this act« this Board 
was authorized to appoint a chief inspector of grain for this State, who should 
have a general supervision of the inspection of grain as required by the laws of 
this State. 

By section 3 it is provided, '^ Public warehouses shall embrace all warehouses, 
elevators and granaries in which is stored grain in bulk, and in which the grain of 
different owners is mixed together, or in which grain is stored in such a manner that the 
identity of different lots cannot be accurately preserved : Provided, That no warehouse, 
elevator or granary with a capacity less than 50,000 bushels measurement shall be 
considered a public warehouse." 

The law further provides for licensing the operator of a picblic warehouse^ 
requiring a bond in proportion to the capacity of his building, conditioned for the 
faithful performance of his duties as such, and as surety for any penalties he might 
incur by a violation of the laws. 

Another eectlon made it a misdemeanor to transact business as a public ware- 
houseman without first obtaining licenee and giving the bond required. 

The chief inspector was empowered to appoint deputy and assistant inspectors. 

Section 7 made it ^ *the duty of the person or persons doing a public warehouse 
business under this act to receive for storage any grain tj^at might be tendered to 
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him or tbem, tn the usual manner in which warehouses are accustomed to receive 
the same, in the ordinary and usual course of business, and not to discriminate 
between persons desiring to avail themselves of warehouse facilities, and required 
all charges to be uniform, regardless of lats so oftered or received." 

Under this law the Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners estab- 
lished an inspection station at Kansas City, in November, 1889, and appointed 
assistant inspectors for said city. 

From that time until the 8th of February, 1892, all of the inspection of grain 
there was done by the State inspectors, for which a charge was made ; but on that 
-day the ' 'Commercial Exchange" there, of which respondents, except Walker 
and Wagoner, are the officers and board of directors, appointed respondents Walker 
And Wagoner grain inspectors for Kansas City, and all of the grain men belonging 
to said exchange, which includes about all the grain men in said city, notified the 
State Inspection Department that they did not desire the State Inspectors to do 
any more inspection, and since that time the said Walker and Wagoner have, under 
the orders of said Excbange, done practically all of the inspection of grain that 
has been done in said city, though the State Inspectors still remain there ready to 
^o inspecting. Said ' 'Commercial Exchange " charges and collects compensation 
from the owners of wheat for inspecting the same by said Walker and Wagoner. 

It is this conflict over the emoluments pertaining to the inspection of grain that 
•gave rise to this proceeding. ^ 

It is to be observed in the outset that the General Assembly by this act of June 
^2, 1889, intended to regulate only ^'''public warehouses,*^ The act nowhere specifi- 
cally defines what shall constitute a public warehouse^ but leaves us by a process of 
exclusion and inclusion, to ascertain the subject-matter of the law. AH ware- 
houses with a capacity less than 50,000 bushels' measurement are declared not to be 
public warehouses, whatever may be their mode of transacting business. The 
statute provides that ''public warehouses shall embrace all warehouses, elevators 
and granaries in which is stored grain in bulk, and in which the grain of different owners 
is mixed together, or in which grain is stored in such a manner that the identity of differ- 
-ent lots cannot be accurately preserved,'''' On the 25th of April, 1871, the Legislature of 
the State of Illinois passed an act to regulate public warehouses in that State. Our 
law of 1889 is substantially a transcript of the Illinois law, except as to classifica- 
tion. As to that, we have declared only those warehouses to be public which correspond 
in all respects with those falling in class "^1" under the Illinois statute. In Dutcher vs. 
The People, 11 Brad well's Reports, 312, the appellate court of the 4th district con- 
strued this act in a prosecution against Dutcher for unlawfully assuming to act as 
ah inspector of grain at East St. Louis. It was admitted that he acted as inspec- 
tor, and the court says " the only question for solution is whether there were then 
at that place 'legally appointed inspectors of grain.' If there were, he was liable 
to conviction. If there were not, there was no offense." In other words, the 
<$ourt held that until a lawful public Inspection was Inaugurated, private inspection 
was lawful. 

So here it would seem clear that until It can be shown that the respondents 
have usurped the right to inspect grain under the circumstances and in a place 
which the law has declared shall only be done by an inspector appointed by the 
Board of Railroad and Warehouse Commissioners, they are not guilty. This is a 
-criminal law in part, and must be construed strictly. For many years associations 
of merchants have appointed and employed experts to Inspect grain. It was done 
to facilitate trade. When honestly done there can be no objection to it. In that 
way each producer receives the true value of his products. No question as to the 
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lawfulness of thU Inspection was ever made. It was a matter of legitimate con- 
tract. When the Legislatare concluded to regulate Inspection by public officials* 
In its wisdom It saw fit to Interfere with the long-established practice of the 
exchanges and boards of trade, in a certain class of warehoitses only. 

The contention of relator that this law should be construed so that If It shall 
appear there is only one public warehouse in Kansas City, the existence of that 
one would abolish the right of private Inspection in every other warehouse and 
place in said city, is untenable, and is a construction against common right and is 
not supported by the statute. The statute is in derogation of a right and custom 
long exercised, and the Inspection it provides is confined in every section, and In 
almost every line, to grain In •^public warehouses." The statute "«? mierminV* 
limits the inspectors it creates to a definite field of labor and to certain grain. li 
nowhere says that they are authorized to Inspect all grain received and stored In any 
city where a public warehouse is situated. On the contrary, sections 8 and 9 limit their 
inspections to receipts and deliveries of grain by and from public warehouses, and SO does 
the title of the act. Dart vs. Bagley, 19 3. W. 311 ; Koelle vs. Kneeht, 99 111. 396. 

Unlike Illinois, Missouri has not essayed to declare '' all elevators or store- 
houses where grain or other property is stored for a compensation, whether the 
property stored be kept separate or not, to be public warehouses.'* Missouri haa 
left to her citizens the inherent right of contract, subject only to proper inspection 
laws when the public interest required It. Beading the statute itself, we glean 
from it that the Legislature had in mind those great elevators in which it was 
found impossible to preserve each owner's grain separate ; hence the importance 
to him of having an honest Inspection when his grain went in, and an equally honest 
inspection when it came out. The opportunity to mix inferior and unsound grain with 
superior and high grade grain suggested to the Legislature the damages that 
might accrue to producers and shippers from a dishonest or insufficient Inspection 
in these great store-houses. Not so, however, in those of small capacity, and 
where grain of different owners was never mixed. This Is clear from the fact that 
no warehouse is declared public but those of a capacity of 50,000 bushels, and then 
only if the grain "is stored in bulk, and the grain of different owners mixed togeiher^^* 
or in which the grain "is stored in. such a manner that the identity of different lots 
can not be accurately preserved." 

A proper construction of the expression '' stored in bulk and the grain of dif- 
ferent owners mixed together " requires they should be read in conjunction as they 
appear in the act. The language is used in contradistinction to storage of each 
owner's grain in kind, and without mixing with another^s. In the large public eleva- 
tors which invite the public to store with them, the grain goes into common bulk, 
and after that the right of its owner Is represented by a warehouse receipt, certify- 
ing to the amount thereof and its grade, and It is the regulation of such a ware- 
house to which the statute refers when it uses the language ''stored in bulk and 
the grain of different owners mixed together." 

But the language of the act forbids the construction that the Legislature bad 
in mind those warehouses in which the owners thereof stored their own property, 
or in which they leased to other persons certain bins therein in which they might 
store their grain and preserve it separate and distinct from others. In such a case 
no warehouse receipt is Issued. When the grain is sold, the grain Itself is deliv- 
ered. It is not transferred by the assignment of negotiable warehouse receipts, 
which call for an equal amount of grain of the same grade and kind out of the gen- 
eral bulk. 
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When stored in a rented bin, or in kind, the owner gets the commodity itself 
as distinguished from its value in money, or its equivalent in other grain of the 
kind and grade his was inspected and certified to be. 

As before stated, the evidence in this case shows that, with two exceptions, 
every warehouse and elevator in Kansas City which had a capacity of over 50,000 
bushels refused to store grain for the public, and the proprietors thereof only stored 
their own grain. 

If they stored it in bulk, it was their own business, and it was no concern of 
the public. They could sell it wUh or without iftspedion under such circumstances . The 
grain of different owners could not be mixed in these warehouses, and the statute 
had no application to them, and it is clear the State Inspectors had no prerogative 
io inspect it without being requested so to do. 

Considering the other two waie^ouses separately, the Union elevator, under 
a special arrangement with certain parties, and under a contract of purchase, on 
which its proprietors made advancements, stored a quantity of wheat. '' Each 
man's wheat was kept in a separate bin." ^' Different lots of wheat received from 
the same man go into a special bin or grade." That is, if they received five cars of 
No. 3 it is binned together in a special bin. Different grades belonging to the same 
man are put in separate bins. Under these clrcumstancps the owners bore the rela- 
tion of lienors and conditional purchasers to the wheat. Bucher vs. Com., 103 Pa. 
St. 528. As before said, the Empire elevator rented its bins to applicants to store 
grain npon terms agreed upon, and the owners of these several bins have, from 
time to time, h&d the elevator company mix different lots of wheat and different' 
grades together, but in no such instance was the elevator company doing this on 
its own account. Neither did it issue any warehouse receipts. 

It is insisted by the relator that the mixing of two. loads of the same grade 
belonging to the same owner brings the Empire elevator within the purview of 
section 3, which denominates a warehouse as public, '' in which grain is stored in 
such a manner that the identity of difierent lots cannot be accurately preserved." 

Keeping in mind that this act is a substantial transcript of the Illinois act, it 
is fair to presume the Legislature of this State was actuated by the same purpose 
that prompted the Legislature of Illinois. That act, upon its face, purports to be 
in pursuance of the constitutional mandate that the constitution of Illinois required 
the Legislature to pass inspection laws '^for the protection of producers, shippers 
and receivers of grain and produce." Hence, we are not left in doubt as to the 
purpose of the law. This law was designed to protect the owner of wheat who 
desired to store it In a public warehouse, where, according to the method of trans- 
acting business, the identity of his wheat could not be accurately preserved . 

It certainly was not intended to apply to a person who rented a bin for his own 
use and directed the owner of the warehouse to store two or more loads of gram in the same 
bin, as was done in the Empire elevator. Such a construction is at variance with 
the other sections of the law. The act must be construed as a whole. When the 
statute speaks of different lots, we think it refers to lots belonging to different 
owners. 

Moreover^ we hold t?iat the whole section 3 refers most clearly to a public warehouse where 
the public is invited to come and make use of its storage facilities^ and whe,e the grain will 
become mixed in bulk and its identity cannot be accurately preserved. This view is Strongly 
sustained by section 7, which forbids discrimination, which is inapplicable to a 
case where each producer or shipper owns his own bin, and section 8, which pro- 
vides that in a public warehouse, upon request of the owner or consignee, his own 
grain of the same grade may be kept in a bin by itself apart from the general stock. 
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Such a provision could have no application to a warehouse where there was no gen- 
eral stock . The statute also expressly provides that the charges shall be uniform 
'^ regardless of quantities of lots so offered or received," clearly showing that the 
quantity is immaterial so long as the same grades are preserved. 

We might go through this act, section by section, and adduce many more rea- 
sons firom its own terms why a warehouse, devoted to storing grain only in pursu- 
ance of special contracts for particular bins, is not a public warehouse within the 
meaning of this act, but we forbear, because we think it is evident from the discus- 
sion already had. The act from its title to its approval emphasizes the intention 
of the Legislature to regulate public warehouses in contradistinction to private 
warehouses. No other conclusion seems reasonable. 

It follows from these premises that there were no public warehouses in Kansas 
City when the Commercial Exchange appointed Walker and Wagoner inspectors, 
and as there were no public warehouses, they could not have usurped the duties of 
any State Inspector at said city. But it is urged that while it may be true there 
were no warehouses there at the time complained of, in which the grain of differ- 
ent owners was mixed together, nor in which the grain of different owners was 
stored in such a manner that the identity of the different lots could not be pre- 
served, nor any which had taken out a license as a public warehouse, or which 
issued warehouse receipts, or attempted to comply with the statute in any other 
respect, or invited the storage of the public, still because of the large business done 
in grain at the several elevators and warehouses, they were practically public ware- 
*houses, and so run and operated. This view is subversive of our Ideas of property 
rights. It may be that if one assume to operate a public warehouse, and charge 
and collect tolls as such, he might subject himself to proper inspection laws, but 
it cannot be affirmed in this State that one may not decline to keep or operate his 
building as a public warehouse, or that he may not rent or lease a portion thereof 
to another without subjecting himself to the .burdens of a public warehouseman. 
Woodruff vs. Havemeyer, 106 N. Y. 129. 

Under our system of government, one may pursue an occupation requiring a 
license, and if he finds it unprofitable he may decline to pursue the business when 
his license expires. If the grain merchants of Kansas City found that under the 
laws in regard to public warehouses their trade was injured, they had a perfect 
right to say they would not operate public warehouses, and to desist firom a course 
of trade which required inspection and adopt one which required none, or permit- 
ted private inspection. Certainly any citizen may decline to engage in a public 
business in which all the public have a right to require his services without dis- 
crimination, and confine himself to a private business in which the public have no 
concern ; and so far as the record discloses, this is the case of the grain merchants 
of Kansas City. The public had no right to demand storage in their private ware- 
houses without their consent. 

Inasmuch as in our opinion the defendants have not usurped any prerogative 
of the State Inspector or his assistants, it becomes unnecessary to examine the con- 
stitutionality of the act from the various points of attack made by defendants, or 
the other questions discussed. The writ of ouster is denied.

AN ACT to amend article 3, chapter 87 of the Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1889^ 
entitled *' Inspection of grain," by adding six sections thereto, to be known as 
sections 5657a, 56575, 5657e, 5657(2, 56576 and 5657/. 

Be U enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouri^ a^ follows : 

Section 1. Article 3, chapter 87 of the Revised Statutes of the State of Mis- 
souri, 1889, is hereby amended by adding six new sections thereto, to be known as 
sections 5657a, 56576, 5657e, 5657(2, 5657« and 5657/, and to read as follows : 

Sbc. 5657a. It shall be the duty of the chief Inspector provided for by this^ 
article to nominate to the commissioners suitable persons to act as weighmasters 
at such points in this state wherever state grain inspection may be established in 
conformity with section 5637 of this article. Said weighmasters shall at the places 
aforesaid supervise the weighing of all grain before removing from the car, which 
may be subject for inspection, at all warehouses where there are no such scales aa 
hopper scales, and in such case track scales shall be provided upon which the gross, 
tare and net weight of each car, wagon or other package shall be taken, but all 
warehouses having hopper scales the net weight of grain contained in each car, 
wagon or other package shall be taken, and the inspection of scales and the action 
and certificate of such weighmasters in the discharge of their aforesaid duties 
shall be conclusive upon all parties in interest : Provided, that such weighmaSters^ 
shall have the entire control of such scales. 

Sec. 56576. The board of railroad and warehouse commissioners of the state 
of Missouri shall fix the fees to be paid for the weighing of grain, which fees shall 
be paid by the warehouseman, and may be added to the charges for storage, and 
the said commissioners shall adopt such rules and regulations for the weighing of 
grain as they shall deem proper. 

Skc. 5657c. It shall be the duty of the person or persons doing a public ware- 
house business under this act to provide and maintain suitable scales, upon which 
all grain tendered to him or them for storage shall be weighed under the super- 
vision of a weighmaster, as provided for in the preceding section. ( Said scales 
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shall be located at the most convenient point upon the track of son^e railroad ran- 
ning into or adjoining such warehouse.) It shall farther be the duty of the person 
or persons doing a public warehouse business under this act, at some convenient 
time, at least once a year, and under the supervision of such weighmastcr or other 
authorized employe of the state grain inspection department, to weigh all grain at 
such time or times then in store at such warehouse, and to report to the warehouse 
registrar the result of such weighing, and the actual amount of each kind and grade 
in score. During such tinie as such weighing is going on, the receiving and ship- 
ping of grain into and from such warehouse shall be discontinued until such general 
weighing has been completed. 

8ec. 5657<2. At all terminals or other points within this state, wherever state 
grain inspection may be established, it shall be the duty of all railroads to provide 
suitable scales upon which all grain handled by them and not consigned to public 
warehouses, but subject to inspection, may be weighed, as required by this act. 
Said scales shall be located at places to be by the board of railroad and warehouse 
<K>mmi8Sioners of this state ; and it shall be the duty of said commissioners to see 
that the provisions of this and all other sections of this article are strictly enforced. 

Sec. 5657e. The welghmasters provided for in this act shall each give bond in 
the sum of five thousand dollars, conditioned for the faithful discharge of their 
duties, and shall receive such compensation as the board of railroad and warehouse 
<K>mmiSBioners shall determine. 

Sec. 5657/. Any person, association, firm, trust or corporation, or any repre- 
sentative thereof, or any weighmaster, who shall knowingly cheat or falsely weigh 
any wheat or other agricultural products, or who shall violate the provisions of 
this act, or shall do or perform any act or thing therein forbidden, or who shall 
fail to do and keep the requirements as herein provided, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall be fined in a sum not less than five hundred dollars nor 
more than one thousand dollars, or shall be imprisoned in the county Jail, or if In 
the city of St. Louis, the jail of said city, not less than six nor more than twelve 
months, or both such fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court.

II^SPEOTION OF GRAIN : To Bb Inspected By Whom, 

AN ACT to {repeal section 5643, article 3 of chapter 87, Revised Statutes of Mis- 
souri, 1889, entitled ** inspection of grain," and to insert in lieu thereof a new 
section 

JBe it enacted by the General Aaaembly of the State of Missouri^ as follows : 

Section 1. Section 5643, article 3 of chapter 87, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 
1889, is hereby repealed, and the following new section inserted in lieu thereof, to 
read as follows : 

Sec. 5643. The inspection or grading of grain in this state, whether into or 
«ut of warehouses, elevators, or in cars, barges, wagons or sacks, arriving at or 
shipped from points where state grain inspection is established, must be performed 
by such persons as may be duly appointed, sworn and have given bond under this 
act ; and any person who shall assume to act as an inspector of grain who has not 
been duly appointed, sworn and has given bond under this act, shall be held to be 
an Impostor, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shail 
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be punished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars nor more than Ave hun- 
dred dollars, or imprisonment in the county Jail, and if in the city of St. Louis, in 
the city jail of said city, for not less than three months nor more than six months, 
or both such fine and imprisonment, at the discretion of the court, for every such 
offense so committed. 

Sec. 2. The great importance and necessity of a proper and uniform system of 
the inspection and grading of grain in this state creates an emergency under the 
constitution ; therefore this act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
passage.

INSPECTION OF GRA.IN: DEFINING Wabehouses, Gbades, Etc. 

AN ACT to repeal sections 5607, 5614, 5615 and 5648, article 3, chapter 87, of the 
Revised Statutes of fiiissouri, 1889, entitled '^ Inspection of grain," and to insert 
in lieu thereof new sections, to be known as sections 5607, 5614, 5615 and 5648. 

Be tt enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Missouriy as follows : 

Section 1. Section 5607, article 3, chapter 87, of the Revised Statutes of Mis- 
souri, 1889, is hereby repealed, and the following section inserted in lieu thereof, to 
read as follows : 

Sec. 5607. All buildings, elevators or warehouses wherever State Grain [inspec- 
tion] Inspectors may be established by the State Board of Railroad and Warehouse 
Commissioners in this State, and having a capacity of not less than fifty thousand 
bushels, erected and operated, or which hereafter may be erected and operated, 
by any person or persons, association, copartnership or corporation, for the purpose 
of storing the grain of different owners for a compensation, are hereby declared 
public warehouses, and the person or persons, associations, copartnership or corpo- 
ration owning such building or buildings, elevator or elevators, warehouse or ware- 
houses, which are now or may hereafter be located or doing business within this 
State, as above described, whether said owners or operators reside within this State 
or not, are public warehousemen within the meaning of this act. 

Sec. 2. That section 5614 of said article and chapter be and the same is hereby 
repealed, and the following section enacted in lieu thereof : 

Sec 5614. Public warehousemen shall not mix any grain of different grades 
together, nor select or mix different qi}alities of the same grade for the purpose of 
storing or delivering the same, nor shall they deliver or attempt to deliver grain 
of one grade for grain of another grade, nor in any way tamper with grain while 
in a public warehouse in his or their possession or custody, nor permit the same to 
be done by others with the view or result of profit to any one ; and in no case shall 
grain of different grades, either from the general stoolc or from special bins, be 
mixed together while in store or control of such public warehousemen : Provided, 
that the provisions of this section shall not apply to grain in such warehouse be- 
longing to the owner, lessee or manager thereof; and provided, further, that any 
public warehousemen shall, on the written request of the owner of any grain stored 
in a special bin, upon the production of the receipt thereof, and the endorsement 
of such written request on such receipt, be required to dry, clean or otherwise 
change ^the condition or value of any such lot of grain, and said warehousemen 
shall then issue a new receipt, correctly describing the amount and grade of such 
grain.

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Sec. 3. That section 5615 of said article and chapter be and the same is hereby 
repealed and the following section enacted in lieu thereof: 

Sbc. 5615. Whenever it may be necessary, in order to preserve the condition 
of any bin or lot of grain belonging to any person, stored in a pablic warehouse, 
to run said grain through machinery to air, clean or otherwise improve its condi- 
tion, and it is so desired by the owner, this shall be done, but in such manner as 
will insure the contents of each bin or lot intact, and of the same grade as when 
stored ; but this shall not be done except under the supervision of an authorized 
inspector under this article. 

Sec. 4. That section 5648 of said article and chapter be and the same is 
hereby repealed, and the following section enacted in lieu thereof: 

Sec. 5648. The commissioners shall establish a proper number and standard 
of grades for the inspection of grain, with due regard to the prevailing usage of 
the markets of this state, the interests of both producers and dealers, and as near 
as may be to conform with standards of grade adopted by leading markets of the 
United States. In addition to which, auch grades as may have been or may be 
hereafter established or recognized in other states and territories, shall prevail 
and be lawful in this state when used and applied in dealings had in and with grain 
produced in such other state and territory, so that grain produced in other states 
and territories may be sold and handled in this state under the same grades pre- 
vailing at the place of the production of said grain : Provided, no modifications 
or changes of grade shall be made, or any new ones established, without public 
notice being given of such contemplated changes for at least twenty days prior 
thereto, by publication in three daily newspapers, one of which shall be printed in 
Germad, printed in this state; and provided further, that no mixture of old or 
new grades, even though designated by the same name or distinction, shall be per- 
mitted while in store, except as in this act provided.
